**A Game of  spondent describes the promise that M. Stolypin is 
Promises.”’ stated to have given to a Jewish deputation to 
ameliorate the condition of Russian Jews in the near 
future. The disappointment which must be felt when to this encouraging 
assurance is added the qualification that the Jews must, as a condition 
precedent of improvement, abstain from making too much noise in regard 
to their treatment is natural. It appears, however, that the anti-Semites 
have also been adjured to cease indulging in demonstrations against the 
authorities, so that it is not altogether unreasonable to suppose that 
M. Stolypin is endeavouring to create an atmosphere of calmness in 
which he may be able to work out his plans for better domestic 
rovernment. At all events we hope that that is the explana- 
tion of his actions just now. The Russian Premier is far too able 
a politician to engage in a mere “ game of promises,’ which he must know 
could only be brief as well as calculated to aggravate an already bad 
situation. Nor is it easy to see what lasting purpose the Premier could 
hope to attain by such a proceeding. We cling to the hope that he is 
doing his best with an extremely complicated problem. 
At the same time Jews are entitled to ask that no 
“The Melting time should be lost in dealing with a question 
Pot.” — which continues to cause endless troubles and severe 
internal problems to the race in lands far distant 
from Russia, to say nothing of the mischief which it creates in Russia 
itself. Our news from the United States this week bears eloiuent testimony 
to the perpetual annoyance which the continuance of Russian persecution 
causes in thatecountry. ‘*The Melting Pot,’ as America has aptly been 
termed, holds many diverse troubles and perplexities without fresh 
difficulties being gratuitously added from without. Such an added 
ditliculty is the discriotination practised by Russia against American 
Jews in order that the oppression of the Russian Jews themselves may 
not be interfered with. This discrimination against American Jews visiting 
Russia is a standing insult to our coreligionists in the United States which 
may easily impair their prestige at home. Further, the cruel ill-treatment 
inflicted on the Russian Jews is still forcing them in multitudes out of the 
country and creating immigration difficulties in the United States. How 
troublesome these difficulties are is shown by the continued severity of 
the immigration authorities towards new arrivals in spite of the more 
amenable disposition enforced in relation to one point of the immigration 
law. Weare glad to note, however, that President Taft is taking steps to 
bring the passports question once and for all to a favourable solution. 
Cynics will notice the fidelity which Mr. Taft is thus exhibiting to 
election pledges. In the inaugural address which President Taft 
delivered on the occasion of his induction into office, he repeated his 
sympathy with his Jewish fellow-citizens on this question. We hope that 
Mr. Rockhill the new American Ambassador to Russia, will succeed in at 
last solving this passports difficulty, and that he will be met by M. 
Stolypin in a more accommodating spirit than Russian diplomacy has 
hitherto evinced on this subject. |

The Chief Minister in the course of an interview published in 
of the Federation. another column, to the statements made with 
regard to the appointment of a Chief Minister 

of the Federation, will not carry entire conviction to the reader. His 
Lordship mentions that several leading members of the lederation had 
taken part in the work of selecting the new Chief Minister, and that 
others are trustees of the fund from which the salary of this official will 
be defrayed. But this, although a fair answer to the statement that the 
matter was entirely a personal one with Lord Swaythling, is hardly a 
satisfactory reply to the complaint of Mr. Englander that no vote 
of the Board has ever been taken in the matter, and that the 
Executive, as a whole, has ever been consulted. One can understand 
certain individuals consenting, once the appointment of a Chief Minister 
had been resolved upon, to act as trustees of the fund or to interview 
candidates, but that is a very different thing from the Federation, as a 
body, being consulted and acquiescing in Lord Swaythling’s project. Mr. 
Englander’s letter suggested, on the contrary, that a great deal of subter- 
ranean grumbling has been going on at the whole scheme, which did not 
rise to the surface until that letter appeared in this journal. Lord 
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Swaythling, it is true, mentions that he “ communicated ” his proposals on 
two formal occasions and {that they were unanimously adopted. But 
when he speaks of “unanimous adoption,” do@s he mean that a vote was 
taken on the subject? Further, does the word “ communicated ” in this 
case mean merely intimation of a fait accompli, or an invitation to pro- 
nounce a decision aye or nay upon the proposal? It will be remembered 
that Mr. Englander in fis letter spoke merely of an announcement being 
made at a Board meeting and of the members present receiving it with 
amazement, “not knowing whether to cheer or express their disapproval 
there and then.” Are we to suppose that a silence of this description 
was taken by Lord Swaythling to imply formal consent ? Lord Swaythling 
will see that an intimation that the matter has now been signed, sealed 
and delivered, can hardly get rid of the prevalent discontent. Nor, in our 
opinion, does his lordship’s contention as to the competition for the “so- 


called under-paid positions” in the Federation hierarchy, quite dispose 


of the suggestion that the money to be devoted to the Chief Minister should 
be diverted to the improvement of the stipends of the existing ministers 
and readers of the Federation. With the poverty prevalent among the 
class from which these officials are drawn, the keenness to obtain 
a Ministerial post is not surprising. But when a Federation minister 
has to eke out a livelihood by dealing in Esrogim, and turning an 
honest penny by means which by no _ stretch of imagination can 
be said to come within the range of ministerial functions, his 
financial situation cannot be regarded with much . complacency. 
‘‘T wish,” says Lord Swaythling, ‘to see a Chief Minister appointed to 
serve the whole East End and not exclusively the Federation.” 
But this is hardly a matter with which one man, or one organi- 
sation, should undertake to deal “off its own bat,” so to speak. 
The East End is the concern of the whole community; and the isolated 
action of a single body in relation to it is not only out of place, but is 
calculated to confuse and weaken and further disorganise the whole com- 
munal government. In any well-ordered administration there would be 
no room for the particularist action now foreshadowed. It is only the 
almost childishly inchoate character of our general communal organisa- 
tion which permits individual bodies to run off at tangents and carry 
out their own pet projects without regard tothe general necessities of 
the Jews as a whole. The community is now ripe—over ripe—for 


re-organisation, yet we tarry. In the meantime, each organisation doecth 
that which seemeth right in its own eyes. 


A sensational story-teller—Mr. William Le 

(Jueux—indulges, in this week's Black and

| London “pogrom.” It is a thrilling tale, 
with an appropriate illustration, and it concludes with the traditional 
intimation, “to be continued.” When the curtain was thus rung down, 
Mr, Le Queux had succeeded in butchering 10,090 members of the Jewish 
community taken impartially from the East End, Elgin Avenue, Sutherland 
Avenue, and Regent’s Park, but providentially overlooking the seat- 
holders in Hampstead and Brondesbury. Whether these fortunate ones, 


as well as their brethren in other parts of Northern London, are to 
be taken in hand when the tale is ‘continued in our next” is

left, as should be in such a tale, an exciting mystery, to be 
solved at sixpence a time in the forthcoming issues of our 
illustrated contemporary. Our readers may, perhaps, ask : What is 


supposed to have caused this sudden reversal of England's traditional 
behaviour? The answer is that the Jews betrayed Great Britain to 
Germany. Lord Rothschild, for instance, who presided at the Guildhall 
demonstration in favour of eight Dreadnoughts “ without waiting,” was one 
of the betrayers. The tale is, as it were, pitched ahead. Ever since the 
‘year of Bleriot’s aerial flight, ** the Hebrew has been ever in the ascendant,” 
not, be it understood, in the aeroplanes, but in the high places of power, 
prompting the nations of Europe in favour of Teuton predominance. The 
infamy of the Jews, in fact, was capped only by that of the Nonconformists, 
who jeered at the warnings of Lord Roberts and Lord Charles Beresford. 
These are the sentiments of a nice lady character in the story, whom Mr. 
Le Queux describes as a deep and logical thinker—for a woman, and 
whose husband is stated to have recognised in his heart that there was 
much commonsense in what she had said. It is these sentiments which in 
this story lead to the regrettable scenes in Stepney and Maida Vale. We 
do not think that Mr. Le Queux quite knows his subject. 
instance, that the rioters, on their way to Maida Vale, procured a directory 
and “scribbled out a list of the Jewish householders in 1 
Sutherland Avenue, Shirland Road and Carlton Vale.” It is perhaps this 
indiscreet reliance on mere names in a directory which may explain a 
atatement in another part of the narrative to the effect that “ many honest 
English men and women, being mistaken for Hebrews by the mob, were 
ruthlessly put to death.” Perhaps, too, it accounts for the immunity 
enjoyed by our lucky brethren in Hampstead, to whom we offer our hearty 
congratulations on their narrow escape. We note, further, with no small 
interest, that “Germany is the pro-patria of the Jews,” and that “the J ews 
have worked for the triumph of the Teuton everywhere.” That statement 
will make surprising reading for the (German anti-Semites, 
will no doubt see in it the _philo-Semitic treachery of Mr. 
Le Queux. But, seriously, we would ask our contemporary 
whether it is a decent—or even profitable—thing to insert in its columns 
this sensational tomfoolery of Mr. Le Queux. There are stupid people 
who might conceivably be realiy affected by this silly vapouring about 
Jewish treason.

The sweating evil, in fact, like the over 
crowding trouble, was a national one, and the part played in both by the 
foreign Jewish element was: inconsiderable. However, we shall lhe 
delighted if the present legislation is successful—delighted not only «: 
humanitarian grounds, but because it will remove from the hands «f 
Kestrictionists a weapon which they have abused. The securing of con 
trol over the “sweating” problem, together with the easing of the ove: 
crowding trouble which has already taken place, would destroy almos' 
the last vestiges of the Restrictionist case. This is an aspect of the new 
situation, which is of the utmost importance, and profoundly welcome to 
those who have treasured through many trying years the hospitable 
traditions of Great Britain, as well as its repute for dealing with social 
problems on broad, constructive lines, rather than in the crude and crue! 
methods of the Aliens Act.

| Administration of the Aliens Act. 
A “BRIDE” OF FOURTEEN. 


Only two cases came up before the London Immigration Board which 
met at Great Tower Street last Friday. Mr. Polak, J.P., presided, and was 
assisted by Mr. Francis, J.P., and Mr. Eickoff. | 

The first case was that of a young Russian girl, whose-age was stated to 
be fourteen, named Go_pa BREUNER, who had come to this country witha 
man named ABRAM JACoBoWwITz to marry his son, whom she had never seen. 
The Chief Immigration Officer stated that Jacobowitz had told him that while 
in Russia the parents of the girl asked him to bring her to England to an 
elder sister who had married here, but did not know where she lived. The 
girl, however, said that she had met the man in Germany, and that out of com- 
passion he promised to pay her fare to England and to find her sister for 
her. Mrs. Jacobowitz, the wife, said that her husband wrote to her saying 
that he was bringing a girl with him to England to marry his son, who was 
a barber. Mr. Jacobowitz's son, Mr. Evans added, said that he knew that 
his father was bringing a girl to be his (the son's) wife. He (the son) knew 
nothing about the girl. All he knew was that his father had selected her 
to be his wife and that was all he cared. 

The immigrant’s married sister was eventually found to be residing 
with her tamily at Woolwich, and in giving evidence, said she knew very 
little of Jacobowitz and still less of his son. It was certainly not her 
intention to allow her young sister to be married to the son. 

The Board, after a short deliberation, decided t» admit the immigrant 

on the sister undertaking to take care of her. 

The second case was that of FAVEL SCHNEIDERMAN a native of Russia.

{in your news from Russia you report that M. Stolypin promised the 
Jewish deputation which waited upon him at Kovno, that he would 
aneliorate the condition of the Jews in the near future. The French news- 
papers in their report of the interview in question, give a very dilfferent 
account of the proceedings. According to the French 
Press, M. Stolypin lectured the delegates rather severely 
upon the part which Jews played in the domestic politics 
of Russia, and told them plainly that until they kept 
(uieter and ceased to make complaints, there was not the least chance of any 
alteration of their condition. When I read this. it seemed to me that the 
Kussian minister adopted towards his Jewish interviewers the same sort of 
attitude as used to be taken towards his customers by a _ well-known 
character in the Kast End who, years ago, carried on the fascinating 
but somewhat illegitimate enterprise of the sale of lottery tickets. When 
one of the numbers which he had sold gained a prize, which he admitted, the 
customer would sometimes complain that he was not handed sufficient. In 
these cases the invariable reply of the dealer was “For your chutzpah you 
get nothing,” and he was master of the situation. And so, when I read the 
account of the interview in the French newspapers, it seemed to me that 
when the poor Jews complained of their terrible hardships M. Stolypin told 
them, in effect, “* Because you complain, your complaint loses its justice.”

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

[From our Correspondent.| | 
PRAGUE, August 27. 

At a public meeting which took place last October at Beraun, near 
Prague, Dr. Sobotka, member of the Bohemian Diet, urged the audience to 
separate themselves from the Jews. A peasant, Horak, then exclaimed: 
“Give it to the Jews! We must massacre them.” Walking through the 
streets he repeatedly exclaimed: “Go for the Jews!” He was sub- 
sequently prosecuted but acquitted, because the Prague Court of Law held 
that the incriminated words were uttered “by way of jest.” The Public 
Prosecutor, however, appealed against the acquittal, and yesterday the 
Vienna Supreme Court of Appeal, in accordance with the pleading of the 
Advocate General, quashed the judgment of the lower Court on the ground 
that two days after the meeting outrages took place against some Jewish 
inhabitants of Beraun. The Prague Court was ordered to re-hear the case. 


A curious point is now before the Hungarian Law Courts. The question is 
whether a seat in a synagogue is distrainable. The creditor of a Jew 
‘wishes to include the latter's synagogue seat in the schedule of property on 
which he can distrain, but the representative of the Crown rejected the 


. claim on the ground that under a new law “ritual objects’ are exempt from this 


process. The Court will have to decide whether the synagogue seat comes 
within the category of “ ritual objects.” - 

The Austrian Minister of Pablic Works has conferred the title of 
Professor on Dr. Adolf Jolles, teacher of chemistry in Vienna. Besides 
many years of activity as teacher at the Imperial and Royal Technological 
Museum in that city, Dr. Jolles has published a large number of scientific 
works. 

The Emperor has bestowed the title of Imperial Councillor on Herr 
Hermann Strach, Chief Auditor of the State Railways in the Ministry of 
Railways. He is the creator and editorof a monumental work on the history 
of the railways in the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. Imperial Councillor 
Strach isa member of the Committees of many Jewish philanthropie and 


scientific institutions. 
FRANCE. 


The report of the Jewish Philanthropic Committee for Paris, which has 
recently been published, shows that during 1908 the sum of 674,114 franes 
was expended in various forms of relief. The income was 590,179 franes. 

M. Riynal, Principal Secretary to the Minister of Agriculture, has been 
promoted to be Officer of the Order of Agricultural Merit. 


GERMANY. 


The German Emperor has bestowed the Order of the Red Eagle on Herr 
Berthold Israel on the occasion of the opening of a new Home for officers at 
Falkenstein, in the Taunus, in recognition of his services to that institution. 

Dr. Julius Oppenheimer, one of the ministers of the Reform Synagogue 
in Berlin, has died at the age of. eighty-four. He faithfully discharged his 
duties even in his old age, until he was overtaken by illness. One of his 
daughters is married to the Ezyptologist, Professor Dr. Steindorff, and his 
sons are Dr. Franz Oppenheimer, the well-known national economist, and 
Professor Dr. Carl Oppenheimer. 


HOLLAND. 


After the business on the agenda of last week's meeting of the Town 
Council of Leeuwarden had been disposed of, Heer Arie Dupare, who is 
resigning his seat on that Council after a continuous service of forty-five 
years, addressed his colleagues in order to take leave of them. He expressed 
his thanks to the electors who had so loyally supported him during this long 
period, to the Burgomasters, Councillors and Town Clerks with whom he had 
co-operated, and to the inhabitants of Leeuwarden who had so often given 
him proofs of their friendship and goodwill. Dr. J. Baart de la Faille, the 
oldest member of the Council, responded, and, in a touching speech, dwelt 
on the valuable services which Heer Duparc had rendered to the town, both 
as a member of the Council and in other public capacities. His eulogium was 
heartily endorsed by the President. | | 


JAPAN. 


The Tokio correspondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung has interviewed the 
influential statesman, Count Okuma, who had been erroneously described by 
the Novoe Vremya as an anti-Semite. The interviewer dealt inter alia with 
the immigration. question, and on this point Count Okuma declared that he 


held the view that no distinction should be made between the native and the 


foreigner, though he admitted that under treaty; arrangements neither 
Europeans nor Americans could hold land, a restriction that was usually 
evaded by putting forward a native of Japan as the ostensible owner. The 


.Count declared that new industries and foreign capital would be of. 


advantage to Japan, and that the country was now ripe for the fullest 
equality of all its inhabitants. . 


ROUMANIA. 


REPORTED ANTI-JEWISH OUTBREAK AT BUCHAREST. 

A Central News telegram from Vienna, dated Saturday, states :— 

Despatches from Bucharest report the occurrence of fierce anti-Semite rioting 
there yesterday. A body of men, stated to be connected with a. notorious anti- 
Semite newspaper published in Bucharest, waylaid passing Jews in the streets with 
clubs. A number of Jews were badly mauled, and some of the victims, it is feared, 
cannot recover from the terrible wounds inflicted upon them by the heavy clubs of 
their assailants. Numerous Jewish shops were looted and partially destroyed. The 
police eventually succeeded in restoring order after arresting the ringleader.

TRIPOLI (BARBARY). 


The death, on August 27th. of Cavaliere Raffaello Nahum, at the com- 
paratively early age of fifty-five, has deprived the Jewish community here 
of one of its most prominent figures. Of a commanding presence, exquisite 
tact and courtesy to all who approached him, he not only endeared himself 
to his fellow coreligionists, but was also held in high esteem by all classes 
irrespective of creed or nationality, and especially by the Italian colony of 
which he was a distinguished member. He had conferred on him a high 
decoration by the Sultan for signal services rendered to the Ottoman 
Government and he was created a Knight of the Crown of Italy. The poor 
have lost in the deceased a kind-hearted and generous benefactor.

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 26. 
PROVINCIAL CHIEF RABBIS. 


The Chief Rabbi of Turkey, in agreement with the Consistory, has just 
taken an important step affecting the different communities in the Empire, 
which will have very salutary effects for Ottoman Judaism. Itis well known 
that many communities in Turkey have still at their head deputy Chief 
Rabbis who are ignorant and fanatical, and were charged with provisionally 
administering the office in their communities, but who, profiting by the 
laxity of the former régime, made their posts permanent. I may mention as 
an example, Rabbi Moise Levy, who “ provisionally ” occupied the office of 
Chief Rabbi of Turkey for thirty-five years. These deputy Chief Rabbis do 
not enjoy all the prerogatives of Chief Rabbi, and they have not the right tobe 
members of the Councils General, so that they enjoy no authority in the 
local Government. Many are not even recognised by the Government; thus 
the interests of the community suffer serious moral and material damage. 
It is chiefly due to the fact of their having kept for many years at their head 
a deputy rabbi that the community in Smyrna, which formerly was one of 
the model communities in the Empire, is now in a state of decay 

In order to put an end to this deplorable situation, Chief Rabbi Nahoum 
has decided that every locum tenens of a Provincial Chief Rabbi must 
immediately resign in accordance with the law which stipulates that no 
locum tenens may discharge his temporary duties longer than three months, 
and that within this period the election of the permanent occupant of the 
post must be held. He also invited the communities where Rabbis pro tem. 
are now in office immediately to assemble their Councils with the view to 
the election of enlightened and educated Chief Rabbis, and he warns them 
that failing compliance with his orders the recalcitrant rabbi will be prose- 
cuted by the Government for abuse of power, and that the communities who 
refuse to elect a spiritual chief will not only be deprived of the co-operation 
of the Chief Rabbinate in Constantinople, but that the Imperial Government 
will cease to have any relations with them. 


This energetic decision has produced an excellent impression, for the 


new Chief Rabbis will be officially recognised by the Government. The 
Sultan will grant them the brevet of investiture,so that they will be able to 


form part of the Councils-General of the Empire and to defend the interests | 


of our coreligionists. Chief Rabbi Nahoum commences with Smyrna, where 
the acting Chief Rabbi will be relieved of his functions and the Council of 
Notables will proceed to the election of a permanent chief. —__ 

On the other hand, I learn that Chief Rabbi Nahoum will ask the 
Government to make known by circular to all Governors and deputy 
(idv rnors the prerogatives of Rabbis, the support which they should lend 
them on every occasion, and to make it clear.that these Rabbis are superior 
funetionaries of the State and must be treated as such. This circular will 


| undoubtedly raise the prestige of the Chief Rabbis in Turkey. The Minister 


of the Interior has already promised Chief Rabbi Nahoum every satisfaction 
in this respect. 


THE “RED TICKET” IN PALESTINE. 


1 learn from a trustworthy source that within a few days the -Minister 
of the Interior will inform Chief Rabbi Nahoum that,as the result of his 
protest, the “ Red Ticket,” handed to foreign Jews landing in Palestine will 
be abolished. 


A JEWISH COMPOSER DECORATED BY THE SULTAN. 


M. Leonid Lam, a native of Russia, requested Chief Rabbi Nahoum to 
use his influence with a view to a pianoforte composition of his, written in 
honour of the Sultan, being presented to His Majesty, who is well known to 
be an ardent musician. Our Chief Rabbi, wishing to encourage the young 
composer, warmly recommended him to the First Secretary of the Palace. 
The latter, yesterday, addressed a letter to Rabbi Nahoum, informing him 
that His Majesty had had the composition played, that he was greatly 
pleased with it, and had awarded the medal of fine arts to M. Lam. The 
Sultan at the same time conveyed his thanks to the Chief Rabbi. 


THE sudden death last Sunday, at St. Leonards-on-Sea, is announced 
of Frau Gugenheimer, widow of the well-known Moravian Rabbi Dr. Joseph 
Gugenheimer,of Kolin. The deceased, who was seventy-five years of age, was 


the eldest daughter of the late Rabbi Samson Raphael Hirsch, of Frankfort, and 


was well known through her many novels which she published under the nom de 
plume “ Friederica Rott.” She was a constant worker for educational and 
charitable institutions at Stuhlweissenburg and Kolin. Frau Gugenheimer 
came to London a few weeks ago ona visit to her son, Mr. Isaac Gugenheimer, 
of Lordship Park. 


THe late Mr. William Tait, M.V.O., His Majesty’s Steward at Windsor, 
had several Jewish friends, and was always very courteous to Jewish

M. STOLYPIN’S CIRCULAR. 


At a special meeting of the Council of the Ministry of Justice, M-— 


stolypin’s circular, regarding the residence of Jews outside the Pale, was 
declared legal on the grounds that the wholesale expulsions of Jews from 
geveral parts of the Empire would prove injurious to the interests of the 
State," and that the document did not abolish the original law regulating the 
residence of the Jews. 

Nearly all the Governors have already replied to the inquiry of the 
Senate with reference to M. Stolypin’s circular, For the most part the chiefs 
of the provinces were heartily in favour of the Premier's relaxation to the 
Jews. Their opinions will shortly be discussed at a plenary sitting of the 
Senate. At the same time a number of Jewish doctors residing at St. 
Petersburg were invited by the police to furnish the latter with evidence as 
to their occupations and right to remain in the capital. They have all, 
however, taken up a firm attitude, explaining that their university education 
entitles them to live in all parts of the Empire irrespective of their 
occupations. 

The severe régime instituted by the authorities against the Jews outside 
the Pale and the inability of our brethren to find places for their sons and 
daughters in the educational institutions has driven a number of our 
eoreligionists to change their religion. Tragedies are also reported from 
several places’ owing to family disagreements caused by such desperate 
decisions. 

| A GAME OF PROMISES. 

The Russian Government appears to have embarked on a game of 
promises, Which certainly has the desired effect at the moment, but which 
may end in further disappointments to all parties concerned. Following the 
announcement that the Jewish problem was discussed at Cowes, there came 
the news of M. Stolypin’s assurance to a deputation of our coreligionists 
that the condition of the Jews in Russia would soon show signs of improve- 
meat. He carefully added, however, that our brethren, in their turn, “* must 
be careful of their actions.” In other words, the Government wishes them to 
abstain from all propaganda which could be termed as hostile to the Cabinet. 
The Russkoe Znamya announces that the Government has also promised to 
instruct the Governors to suppress the agitation against the Real Russian 
(nion. In this case, too, the anti-Semites were entreated not toindulge in 
any demonstrations against the authorities. 


THE HERZENSTEIN TRIAL. 


At the resumed hearing of the Herzenstein trial the effect of the compact 
was already noticeable. Five hundred Real Russians indeed appeared in 
Fiuland ready to create a scene, but their services were not required by 
their leaders. In spite of the convincing proof given by M. Laritchkin, the 
recently arrested assassin of the late M. Herzenstein, that M. Dubrovin and 
his friends organised the plot against the deputy and several other of his 
colleagues, the trial was again postponed. Owing to a trivial excuse the 
lawyers instructed by the widow of the late M. Herzenstein were not even 
allowed to appear in Court. M. Dubrovin, too, defied all orders and absented 
himself from the trial. The judges issued a second summons against the 
former chief of the Black Hundreds, requesting the Russian police to 
interfere in the matter, in view of the obstinacy of M. Dubrovin in ignoring 
the Finnish Court. Meanwhile, the Black Hundreds are celebrating their 
victory in their struggle against justice, which has been achieved through 
the indifference of the Russian Government. Rumours are also current to 
the elect that, as a result of the help the Real Russians have received from 
certain ecclesiastical chiefs, a mixed deputation comprising representatives 
of the former as well as of the latter will soon be received ‘at Tsarskoe Selo. 
As might have been expected, the Jews figure prominently in the petitions 
the branches are preparing for the occasion. The influence of our coreli- 
“ionists on the Press and their residence outside the Pale are of the more 
important features of their complaints. It is even stated that arms have 
been despatched from St. Petersburg to the provinces for the purpose of 
organising a few Black Fighting Gangs, each consisting of five hundred 
members, and that M. Purishkeviteh has received a subsidy to enable him 
to re-open the Union of St. Michael. 

Otherwise, however, matters continue to grow worse for the Real 
Russians. Only fourteen branches of the Union have been able to elect 
representatives to a congress of Black Hundreds, and the rest of them 
failed to respond to the invitation. At Odessa, too, for the first time since 
the appointment of General Tolmatcheff the railway authorities have 
Ollicially notified the Prefect that they would not employ the Real Russian 
members whom the General had recommended to them. 


WHAT THE GOVERNMENT 1S DOING FOR THE JEWS. 


Whilst the Government has helped the Real Russians out of their 


judicial troubles in Finland, it has not forgotten the Jews either. It fell 
to the task of the Liberal Minister of Commerce, M. Timirazeff, to suggest 
hew improvements in the matter of emigration which closely affect the 
Jews. He is also drafting a series of new laws concerning the residence of 
merchants and commercial travellers in Moscow and other districts outside 
the Pale. Fears are expressed, however, in many business houses that the 
hew relaxations will only add embarrassment to the situation. For, whilst the 
Minister of Commerce proposes to open new districts in the South-East of 
Russia to Jewish commercial travellers, he also wishes to curtail their stay 
outside the Pale in general, and in the villages in particular. ; 


MORE EDUCATIONAL TROUBLES. 


Though a month has elapsed since the adoption by the Cabinet of the 
resolution empowering principals of educational establishments to admit 


- examinations, were refused admission. 


PIANOS 
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Jewish students in accordance with the percentage norm, the authorities 
of the universities and secondary schools have not yet been notified of the 
Government decision. Several of the education officials are, therefore, 
ignoring the whole matter. As a result of the negligence of the central 
authorities many Jewish candidates, who had not lost a single mark in the 
A statement of a Warsaw Jewish 
lady well characterises the situation. ‘“ My Russian servant's son and 
my own,” she said, “both competed for the same examination. The 
former obtained sixty per cent. of the marks, whereas the latter 
obtained the full hundred per cent. My _ servant’s son was 
admitted, and my son was rejected.” The secondary schools at 
Kishineff and Kamenetz have been closed to the Jews for a number 
of years. At the Moscow school for dentists, where Jews had always 
been admitted without restrictions, their number has been reduced to three 
per cent. At the Lodz private gymnasium the number of Jewish pupils has 
been reduced to ten per cent. of the total roll. All pecuniary help has been 
refused to families of Jewish teachers engaged on special educational 
missions, whilst the certificates issued to Jews who matriculated at the 
Polish secondary schools will no longer be recognised in Russia. The only 
hopeful sign in the educational world is M. Timirazeff’s announcement that 
he will now consider special applications on behalf of Jewish students 
desirous of being admitted to the schools under the direction of the Ministry 


of Commerce. 
DISAGREEABLE GOVERNORS. 


The Governor of Kishineff has lately distinguished himself by a number 
of repressive acts against the Jews. In addition to his persecution of 
the Zionist institutions, he has also ordered the closing of the General 
Russo-Jewish Library. In his instructions to the police regarding the 
collection of the fine of three roubles, raised from each Jewish family, in 
respect of a missing recruit, he requested his subordinates to use all the 
means in their power to obtain the money. 

Another characteristic reply has been received by the Jewish communal 
leaders of Vohlynia from their Governor. The former requested M. Stakel- 
berg to grant them permission to found a branch of the Jewish Territorial 
Organisation, to which he answered: “So long as I am Governor here there 
will be no pogroms, but you will have no such societies in this district.” 

M. GRUSENBERG’'S CANDIDATURE. 

Owing to the adoption of M. Kutler as the candidate of the Constitu- 
tional Democrats, M. Greusenberg will stand as the nominee of the 
Independent Democrats and Labour Party. The Black Hundreds, encouraged 
by the dissensions amongst the Liberals, have decided to nominate M. 
Bulagel as their candidate. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Hebrew daily, the Haboker, published at Warsaw by M. Frishman, 


has ceased to exist. 
A fire has destroyed several houses at Zarnovitch (near Kelzi), leaving 


two hundred Jewish families homeless. 
Floods have done great damage to the buildings at Zetel, inthe province 


of Grodno.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The annual meeting of the Bnoth Zion Hebrew Classes Association was 
held receatly, at the Zionist Hall, Mrs. J. Zackerman in the chair. The 
following were elected :—Mrs. M. Alexander, President; Mrs. 
Cape Town. J. Zuckerman, Vice-President; Miss A. Frank, Treasurer; Miss 
L. Guberick, Hon. Secretary; Mrs. Bb. Segal and Miss Bb. 
Schwartz, Auditors ; and a Committee. Mr. I. Schwartz, a member of the 
Education Committee, reported favourably on the progress of the pupils and 
the Association’s work in general. Mr. M. Alexander, M.L.A., addressed the 
gathering, and in the course of his remarks highly praised the progress and 
the work done by the Association Committee. He was pleased to find that 
the examiner's report was satisfactory, and proposed a vote of thanks to the 
teacher, Mr. Abel. Mr. Alexander also remarked that the institution was 
a credit to Zionism in South Africa. The revival of the Hebrew language 
yas an important item on the Basle programme. 
In honour of Dr. Max Nordau’s sixtieth birthday, an address on “ The 
Life and Work of Dr. Nordau”’ was delivered by Mr. M. Alexander, M.L.A. 
The series of lectures in connection with the Darwin Centenary, to be 
delivered in South Africa by Professor Arthur Thomson, F.R.S., of Aberdeen, 
was inaugurated in the City Hall on the 4th August. The vote of thanks to 
his Excellency the High Commissioner for South Africa, who presided, was 
moved by the Rev. A. P. Bender. , 
Two lectures were given in the course of the week by Mr. M. Alexander, 
M.L.A., one under the auspices of the Cape Town Jewish Boys’ and Girls’ 
Guild, and one of the Judean Club. 


Mr. E. Basch (President of the Congregation and of the Jewish 
Bulawayo. Benevolent Society, Vice-President of the Chovevi Zion 

Society, and President of the Devonian Society), has been 
unanimously re-elected Mayor of Bulawayo for the third time. This 
event is of unusual interest for several 
reasons. In the, first place, though we 
have had able Mayors’ before, no-one 
has ever held the oflice for more than 
two years, so that the present instance 
is a record in our municipal history. 
Again, though there were two other 
Councillors able and willing to fill the 
position creditably, the election was 
unanimous; the two gentlemen referred 
to were proposer and seconder respec- 
tively. The chief point, however, is 


this : Unfortunately, there’ exists in 
this country considerable’ anti-Jewish 


prejudice, and it is therefore particularly 
striking that the first man to receive 
the honour of election as Mayor for the 
third time is, not merely a Jew but 


the most active of Jewish communal 
workers. The Council, in nominating 


Councillor E. Basch, J.P., and electing the 


Mayor of Bulawayo. most gratifying appreciation of _ his 
public work. Mr. basch, in his reply, 
took advantage of this psychological moment to make a_ pronounce- 
ment of which he may well be proud. He said that he was 
extremely gratified, as a member of the Jewish faith, to be 
associated with such a worthy and broad-minded set of men as were 
the members of the Bulawayo Town Council. They did not possess that 
unfortunate prejudice which existed in that country against members of his 
faith. The feeling was often but thinly veiled. Still, he had no hesitation in 
saying that it should be relegated to the past. It was not British, it was 
not manly, it was not in accordance with the teachings of the founder of the 
Christian religion ; it was disgraceful and discreditable. He was sorry to 
have sounded a discordant note on such an occasion, but he felt the time had 
arrived when some public utterance should be made, and he hoped the few 
words he had spoken that afternoon would have some effect in the direction 
he had been aiming at, so that in future there should be a better feeling, a 
clearer understanding, and a closer friendship between the two races. 

The large public gathering showed unmistakable approval of this bold 
statement, and the two senior members of the Legislative Council who were 
present, cordially re-echoed the sentiments of the Mayor. Mr. Coghlan 
stated that he regarded Councillor Basch’s election as an honour, not only to 
the Jewish, Lut to the whole community. He knew the good work that the 
members of the Hebrew faith had done in Bulawayo, and he believed that-the 
prejudice referred to was the misfortune of an exceedingly small number of 
people in this country, and he believed it was fast dying out. 

Mr. Basch’s action is generally appreciated and cah only lead to bene- 
ficial results. His future career will be watched with interest. Already 
his record is rich in performance, but we may well hope and believe that 
he stands only at the threshold of his public career.

To meet the demands made Upon 
us, our members have been put to considerable inconvenience at times. «, 
that the calls made upon them by those who live far away can be assisted 
In doing this we are often put to very heavy expenditure, time and trouhje 
as the population increases and spreads itself out farther and farther into 
the outlying districts of the State. The supporters of the Perth Conese. 
gation are not of the wealthy class. We here have very few rich Jews and 
certainly fewer still that subscribe to the up-keep of Judaism, and the pine} 
is great indeed upon the handful of permanent seatholders. This state o 
affairs has been growing year by year and the present object is if possil!e 
to stop the drift. Surely there are many Jews at home who have benefited 
by the gold found in West Australia, and it would be but a fitting reco. 
nition if they in their liberality came forward at the present juncture and 
assisted the synagogue. A special meeting of the members was held oy 
June 27th, when the whole position was thoroughly discussed. A resolution 
was passed that efforts should be made towards helping the Committee. 
Unfortunately things in general are not very brisk just at the preset 
moment, but it is only a matter of time for West Australia to come to tie 
front as a great wheat producer as well as a great gold provider.

CANADA. 


The down-town section of the community is at present greatly excited 
over the strike of the Jewish Bakers’ Union. These men have struck for 
shorter hours and better pay, and they are doing all in their 
power to make the.master bakers come to terms. In connection 
with the strike we have already had two actions in court. The 
first was that of two Jewish women who were arrested for breaking the 
windows of one of the master bakers ; they were released on bail which \ as 
provided by Rabbi S. Glaser. The other case arose out of an open-air 
meeting at which several of the strikers went among the crowd and asked 
for subscriptions towards the funds of the Union. One of these men wis 
arrested by the police, as it is against the civic bye-laws to colleet money 
for unions in the city streets. The offender was fined a small sum and 
ordered to pay costs. The magistrate stated that he was especially lenient 
with the defendant as he had committed the offence against the law 
unknowingly, but if the offence were repeated he would be verysevere on 
the persons brought before him. | | 

The unpleasant prominence given to the affairs of the community caused 
by the strike, has had the result of causing the Chief of Police to put in force 
the civic bye-law which does not allow the delivery of anything but milk on 
Sunday ; as a result, the Jewish bakers will not be allowed any longer to 
deliver bread on Sundays. The Alderman who represents the Ward wherein 
the greater number of the community reside, when interviewed, said, * The 
civic bye-law provides that nothing except milk shall be delivered on 
Sundays. The enforcement of this bye-law is left to the Chief of Police, and 
if he has seen fit to enforce the law in this instance I fail to see any reason 
why I should intervene.” As might have been expected, the above remarks 
of our civic representative has increased the dissatisfaction felt in 
the community with the present state of affairs, whereby the community 
is forced to rely upon the goodwill of a civic official. An effort is, therefore, 
being made to have the status of the community, as regards Sunday 
observance, brought before the Legislature at the coming session.

THE RUSSIAN PASSPORT QUESTION. 


On the departure several days ago of Mr. W. W. Rockhill, our new 
Ambassador to Russia, who formerly served this country in the same capacity 
in China, it became known that President Taft had taken steps to renew the 
effort for securing the recognition in Russia of American passports held by 
persons of the Jewish faith. As the result of a consultation between 
President Taft and several representative Jewish leaders, Mr. Rockhill took 
with him 1 package of papers containing the data relating to negotiations 
to bring about this end, together with instructions to do everything possible 
to secure the general recognition of the American passport in Russia. On 
the eve of the departure of Mr. Rockhill, the President sent for the Hon. 
Mayer Sulzberger, President of the American Jewish Committee, Mr. Simon 
Wolff, of Washington, who represents the Order B'nai Brith and the Union of 
Hebrew Congregations of America, and Dr. Cyrus Adler, President of the 
Dropsie College of Philadelphia and an Executive member of the American 
Jewish Committee, and acquainted them with his’ object of endeavouring to 
advance the efforts of the United States in this direction, through the good 
offices of the new Ambassador. Mr. Rockhill, however, it was éxplained, 
was not acquainted with the subject, and the Jewish representatives were 
therefore asked to present him with all the facts and documentary material 
relating to this question. The Jewish representatives, thanking the Presi- 
dent for taking up the matter, in accordance with his pre-election promise, 
undertook to supply Mr. Rockhill with all the necessary data concerning 
the case; the new Ambassador has accordingly been furnished with all the 
material relating to the previous negotiations, and with the facts pertaining 
to the international laws on the subject. At the same time, Mr. Rockhill 
was supplied with copies of Russian material relating to the official answers 
that had been advanced by the Tsar's Government and with legal refuta- 
tions, showing the groundlessness of these arguments. Mr. Rockhill parted 
from the Jewish Committee with the assurance that he would do everything 
within the power of our Government to advance this fight of the United 
States avainst Rassian discrimination. 


AMBASSADOR STRAUS SAILS FOR CONSTANTINOPLE. 


~The Hon. Oscar S, Straus, the new Ambassador to Turkey, sailed on 
Tuesday on the steamship “ Friedrich Wilhelm, of the North German Lloyd 
Line, en route to his new post at Constantinople. The Ambassador is 
accompanied by Mrs. Straus, who will go with her husband to the Turkish 
capital, and their daughter, Mrs. Edward Shafer, who is going as far as Paris. 
Mr. Straus stated that he had nothing to add to what he had previously 
said regarding his third term in Constantinople as American Ambassador. — 
_“Atlairs that concern us have quieted down there, and | shall proceed 
to Constantinople slowly,” said the Ambassador. “I shall meet my brother, 
Nathan Straus, in Vienna, and shall remain there for a short time. 1 expect 
to be in Constantinople by September 12th.” | 
When asked if he had any special mission to the Turkish Power, he 
replied that he had not. | 
According to a report in a local paper, Mr. Straus some weeks ago com 
ferred informally with a number of prominent Jews, who, like himself, are 
interested in advaneing the cause of Jewry in Turkey generally and 


especiilly in Palestine. 
THE SITUATION AT ELLIS. ISLAND. 

Though the harsh rigidity with which the Immigration Law is enforced 
by the new Commissioner at Ellis Island had, owing to the efforts of Jewish 
Orsanisations, somewhat relaxed, there are still many complaints of hard- 
ships and discriminations that are experienced by the strangers who enter, 
ortry to enter our gates, and Ellis Island still holds the attention of all 
Jews who are interested in their unfortunate brethren.

According to this view,” said Mr. Earl, ‘‘a person is not a public 
©, although dependent upon charity and unable to take care of himself, 
“re are persons ‘who, by natural relation or assumed responsibility, 


provide the necessary care and support and furnish reasonable assurance 
that he will not become a charge upon the public. This view, furthermore, 
would seem to be in accord with the liberal meaning of the term.” 

That immigrants who received steamship tickets for their passage from 
relatives in America were, therefore, regarded as helpless and subject to 
doubt as to the ‘advisability of their admission, became known some days 
ago, and in view of the new Commissioner's attitude in this matter, the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society in publishing recently a 
number of rules for the guidance of intending emigrants, advised Jewish 
people here, who intended to send for their folks at home, not to forward 
any steamship tickets. In view of the fact that many thousands of the 
immigrants who arrive here have their passage paid for by their friends in 
America, it was at first difficult to believe that the authorities would 
disqualify new arrivals on the ground that steamship tickets were sent them 
from the United States, but the Jewish representatives at Ellis Island soon 
found out that this was the case. 

In an effort to ascertain the precise attitude of the authorities towards. 
those receiving passage tickets from America, Mr. Jacob Saphirstein, of the 
Jewish Morning Journal, wrote for an explanation to Commissioner Williams, 
and then to the Department of Commerce and Labour at Washington, In 
the reply which he received, a direct answer is avoided, but sufficient 
inkling is given of the unfavourable attitude of the authorities to make the 
situation anything but encouraging. I give the letter in full :—

The Bureau is not prepared to enter into a discussion of the academic points 
involved in the question as tothe exact meaning of that provision in section ? of the 
Immigration Law, regarding persons whose ticket or passage is paid for with the 
money of another, or who is assisted by others tocome. In a general way. it may he 
stated that this provision creates the presumption that a person who is obliged to 
receive financial assistance in order to migrate to the United States, is not clearly and 
beyond doubt entitled to admission, but must assume the burden of proof that he is 
not a member of une of the classes specifically excluded by statute. 

The Bureau must decline to express any opinion as to the weight which this point 
should bear in connection with passing upon the right of an alien to enter this 
country, as this is buta single feature of the law, and it is utterly impracticable to lay 
down any general rules which apply satisfactorily to all.classes of cases,

A PROPOSED CONFERENCE OF JEWISH EDUCATORS. 

The directors of the Montefiore Hebrew School of Cleveland, Ohio 
issued recently an invitation to a general conference of teachers and others 
interested in the advancement of Hebrew education in this country. The 
invitation was also signed by several rabbis and communal workers of 


| Cleveland, but the Yiddish Press of New York, which printed the statement, 


thought it strange that such a conference should be summoned for Cleve- 
land, and that the plans for it should be made so hastily, and accordingly, 
the Cleveland educators who announced that they were making preparations 
for the conference to be held in September were severely criticised. Even 
the promise sent from Cleveland that they would receive and entertain and 
pay the expenses of delegates from other cities did not save the plan from 
criticism. It was at the same time announced that the Committee on 
Edueation of the Federation of American Zionists was planning the holding 
of such a general conference of Jewish teachers and superintendents of 
schools in this city next December, and surprise was expressed that the 
Zionists among the signatories of the Cleveland invitation should have 
entered into a scheme that conflicted with the plans of their own organisa- 
tion. An explanation has since been sent from Cleveland to the effect that 
the conference was not to concern itself with Jewish educational affairs for 
the whole country. but that only delegates from a number of nearby cities 
were expected. It is understood that the Federation of American Zionists 
is proceeding with its plan for the holding of a conference next winter. The 
Chairman of the Committee on Education of this organisation is Dr. Julius H. 
Greenstone, of Philadelphia. 
A JEWISH HERO HONOURED. 

At the Eternal Home Cemetery of San Francisco, California, a granite 
monument was recently dedicated, by a number of Jewish residents, over the 
remains of Benjamin Kreiger, the sixteen-year-old Jewish sailor, who, two 
vears ago, sacrificed his life in order to save the lives of his shipmates. 
“On July 15th, 1907, while’ the “ Georgia" was at target practice off 
Barnstable, in Cape Cod Bay, a hundred pounds of powder caught fire froma 
spark, and exploded in the turret, just as it was being lifted to the breech of 
the gun. The turret was filled with flames and smoke, and nine men were 
burned to death, while thirteen others were dangerously injured. One of 
the victims was Lieut. Casper Goodrich, a son of Rear-Admiral Goodrich’ 
When the sack of powder was seen to be smouldering young Kreiger had one 
end of another one hundred pound sack in his arms, half of which was in 
the breech of the gun. He pushed the charge home and closed the breech 
just in time to prevent an explosion that would have probably killed a score 
of men in addition to those who were injured. He was fatally injured by the 
flash from the other bag. The monument is of white granite, and represents 
a seroll, on which is carved in relief the following :— | 

| Benjamin Kreiger, died July 3lst, 1907. Hero of “ Georgia’ accident, U.S.N. 
His death saved many lives. | 

At the bottom of the scroll is carved a large American eagle, with an 
anchor, the American flag, and a wreath of oak leaves and acorns. 

A squad of young sailors from Mare Island, headed by a band playing 
Chopin's funeral march, marched through the cemetery to the rising ground, 


where the remains of the boy hero are lying. Near the grave a settee had 


been placed for his aged mother and little sister. After the band had 
played “ America,” Rabbi B. M. Kaplan delivered a brief eulogy on the brave 
boy, who had given his life to save his comrades. He said that the Govern- 
ment had shown its appreciation by inscribing young hreigers name on 
the memorial roll of honour at Annapolis. A year ago, he said, when 
Commander McCreary was visiting this city, he told Rabbi Kaplan that 
Kreiger had saved the ship from an appalling disaster. 

On the New Year festival the first free synagogue in the United States 
will be opened at Philadelphia. The Spanish and Portuguese Congregation 
Mikveh Israel, which will shortly move to its new house of worship at Broad 
and York Streets, will maintain a free synagogue in its old building on Seventh 
Street.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Allow me to make an appeal to our coreligionists in Leeds on 
behalf of our grand old national tongue, the language of David and Isaiah. 

The cause of Hebrew should make a potent and eloquent appeal to the 
heart of every Jew and Jewess in whom there still lingers a spark of love 
for their race. Hebrew is the language in which the genius of Israel found 
its noblest embodiment, the language which formed, and still forms, a 
close bond of union for the scattered members of Jewry all the world over ; 
in a word, with that language is bound up our spiritual life, our very 
existence as a nation.

Jews as Workers and Employers. 


Miss Clementina Black contributed an article to Tuesday's Daily 
Chronicle on the new Trades Boards Bill. She ridicules the notion that a 
nation can have too many workers and says that workers should not be shut 
out but that adequate arrangements should be made for their 
housing and distribution. “It is .the idle,” she says, “not the 
workers, who are a burden upon the community in which they 
live; and the great civic crime is to consume without producing. Miss 
Black goes on to say: “Nor is it true that aliens in England are working 
under worse conditions than any natives. The worst paid workers of the 
Kast End are not Jews, but Englishwomen. Such was the case when Mrs. 
Sidney Webb investigated the tailoring trade ; such is the case still. Only 
as a cause of lowered wages is the alien economically undesirable, nor is he 
in this respect any more undesirable, economically, than a native who behaves 
in the same way. Not the foreigner, but the underseller, is the enemy of 
the worker. It may be added that, as employers, Jews are neither better 
nor worse than other people; some of the very best employers of whom I 
have any knowledge are Jewish, and some also of the worst. The variations 
are not racial, but personal.”

WITH LORD SWAYTHLING. 

Seated on a rustie bench in the wooded grounds of South Stoneham 
House, with a marked page of the JEWISH CHRONICLESpread on his knees, 
Lord Swaythling, in the course of an interview 
with a representative of the JEWISIi CHRONICLE 
replied to the criticisms, contained in the letters 
from Mr. A. Englander and the Rev. J. F. Stern 
published in the iast two issues of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, 

It was hardly necessary to ask his lordship 
whether he had read the letters. 

“Mr: Englander,” hé declared emphatically, 
| “is entirely inaccurate.” 

Which of his statements are incorrect ? 

‘‘He says, for instance, that no-one except the 
President of the Federation has expressed a wish 
for a Chief Minister. That hardly tallies with the 
fact that Mr. Hermann Landau has been abroad 
searching for one, and that other leading members 
of the Federation have been interested in interview- 
ing the candidates. He is also incorrect when be 
says that no-one has been consulted. As a matter 
of fact, my proposals in regard to a Chief Minister -

: yregations, and | should say that it has more people attending on one 
Saturday than the New West End in six months. 1 am very sorry for Mr. 
Stern, but the East London Synagogue should make its services more 
attractive.” 

What is the exact status of Mr. Chaikin, and how will his position be 
affected by the appointment of a Chief Minister ? ‘ 

“Mr. Chaikin is Minister of the Federation. Mr. Englander has no 
reason to fear for that gentleman's position. Mr. Chaikin was engaged on 
Dr. Adler's recommendation and his original appointment was tor three 
years, and he has been with us quite double that time. The bad treatment 
of Mr. Chaikin has not been, and will not be, on the part of the Federation. 
He was shamefully treated in not being given the position on the Beth Din 
which he was promised in succession to the late Dayan Susman Cohen.” 

Is it your object in supplying a Chief Minister to remedy the deficiency in 
the clerical staff of the East End ? 3 | 

“That is exactly my object. One extra minister is not sufficient. | 
should be glad if the Federation could afford half-a-dozen more. At present 
the forty-five congregations of the Federation are insufliciently supplied 
with three.” 

Mr. Kaglander suggests that the existing functionaries of the Federa- 
tion Synagogues are at present underpaid, and that the money which you 
propose to devote to the salary of a Chief Minister would be better 
applied in improving the pay of the present officials. 

* These so-called underpaid positions cannot be so terrible, as otherwise 
there would not be such keen competition to obtain them. 
Moreover we cannot interfere in the internal arrangements of the Federated 
Synagogues. Furthermore, I frankly do not believe in the sincerity of this’ 
advocacy of increased salaries, seeing that when the Federation engaged 
Mr. Maccoby his. admirers, who had previously subscribed £150 a year 
for his maintenance, refused to continue their contributions. That 
Shows that the feeling is not genuine. If I were not convinced 
of the necessity of upholding orthodox traditions 1 should be. dis- 
gusted with the whole affair. Bat so long as I live I shall support 
the Federation, because I think it has done an immense deal of good already, 
and will do in the future. It may save Mr. Englander a good deal of time 
and trouble if I say that the trust providing for the Chief Minister has 
already been effected, and cannot be altered, and would not be altered if it 
could.”’ 

Is the Jewish Journal correct in stating that a candidate has been 
appointed Subject to his obtaining the doctorate at a University ? 

“No; it is not true that any definite appointment has been made, 
although we have someone in view.”

A VISIT TO 
A GALICIAN WONDER-RABBI. 


[From a Correspondent. | 


To take one step from the twentieth century to the dark Middle Ages, 
is anovel sensation. Yet that was recently my experience when, during a 
tour in Galicia with a friend, we determined to pay a visit to the famous 
Wonder-Rabbi” of Czortkow. 

We accordingly set out early one morning from Tarnopol to seek the 
pious man’s blessing, not, alas, in any orthodox spirit, but rather in a critical 
frameof mind. The train was filled with Jews of all conditions, and a merry 
crew they were. In one corner we saw a pious Jew swaying backwards and 
forwards as he recited his morning prayers ina low whispered monotone. 
His * Tephillin” were on his headandarm. It was evident that he felt quite 
at home in the train, and the ticket-collector, accustomed, no doubt, to such 
passengers, and not wishing to disturb the man’s devotions, smiled pleasantly, 
and called again later for the ticket. ; 

Czortkow is an important town of about 60,000 inhabitants, mainly Jews. 
Kntering one of the shops we found the proprietor to be a smart salesman 
who finally persuaded us to buy more than we had intended. Incidentally, 
he inquired whence we had come and why, without any idea that he was 
very inquisitive. He told us that the season was a bad one because there 
were only very few visitors to the Rabbi. 

It appears that the Rabbi is a great commercial asset to the town of 
Czortkow. Accordingly, all the tradespeople and hotel proprietors are found 
among his supporters. The“ maskilim” (intellectuals) and other indepen- 
dent spirits are bitterly opposed to him. As we made our way towards the 
magnificent mansion where the Rabbi lives, we chanced to fall in with one 
of these “ anti-clericals.” Hearing that we were going to see the Rabbi, he 
indulged ina violent diatribe against the Chassidic head, calling him “ parasite 
of the people,” “drinker of blood-money,” and other similar complimen- 
tary epithets. On the very day of a severe “ pogrom ” in Russia, the Rabbi, 
according to our informant, took a drive as usual in his elegant carriage 
and pair. We were also told of his rash Stock Exchange speculations, his 
domestic squabbles, and his great extravagance. One argument of this 
high-spirited young man was most ingenious. Each Rabbi, said he, claims 
to be infallible. Each Rabbi says all the others are impostors. Hence, by 
their own testimony, they are all impostors. 

Our minds still obsessed by the violent tirade to which we had just been 
treated, we arrived at the Rabbi’s magnificent * Wohnhaus”’ (habitation), 
It was built on a grand scale. The domestic part was an extensive but 
rather low building with a white marble favade. In front of it was a 
splendidly laid-out garden, in which several fountains were playing. 
Behind the house was an immense park. Opposite the “ Wohnhaus”’ was 
the ‘ Bethaus"’ or synagogue, a higher and more imposing building. The 
inside of this “shool’’ was luxuriously furnished and decorated. Large 
sums had been spent on the panelled walls and ceiling. Adjoining the 
eastern side of the large synagogue was a long, narrow room still more 
beautifully adorned. This was the Rabbi's private oratory. From 
the centre of the ceiling hung a gold candelabra. An antique carved desk 
marked the spot where the Kabbi offered up his prayers. At the other end 
of the room was an ark containing a tiny Sepher Torah. Here the Rabbi 
prays alone; his faithful disciples wait in the larger synagogue, and from 
time to time they are rewarded by hearing the Rabbi ery out his prayers 
in the fervour of his ecstasy. When he makes his exit they form a passage 
for him with the signs of the utmost respect. He is a pontiff absolute. 

To enter the reception room, we had first to interview his secretary, who 
took down our names, place of residence and the object of our visit. People 
come to the Rabbi fora number of reasons. It sounds very strange to us to hear 
that wealthy merchants come to ask the Rabbi's advice with regard to great 
commercial undertakings. They maintain that his opinion is of the greatest 
practical value. Perhaps the Rabbi has the gift of good advice by heredity, 
for his fathers have been Wonder-rabbis for generations. Sometimes he is 
asked to give his blessing to the sick or to childless women. 

The secretary passed us on to the chief steward, who immediately showed 
us into the Rabbi's presence. The secretary’s note had preceded us, so that he 
was able to greet usby name. We advanced towards the small table where he 


sat. On it were two candles in silver candlesticks. The‘rest of the room 


was in darkness, but we could discern the well-filled bookshelves which 
lined the room. On the table infront of him we saw a heap of money left hy 
previous visitors. We (according to instructions) added our gift and he 
glanced quickly at it. Apparently he was satisfied, for he began to speak 
very amicably to us in German on general subjects. When he stood up to 
show us some of his books, we noticed how very undergrown he was. His 
face was pale and ascetic, and he had asmall grey beard. He appeared to be 
between fifty and sixty years of age. His conversation showed him to be 
remarkably: up-to-date for a Chassidic Rabbi. He told us that he read the 
German papers regularly, and took a great interest in the outside world. 
He was a great admirer of England and things English, so he said. The 
half-hour passed very pleasantly. When we took leave of him, he expressed 
the hope that we would retain a good impression of him. ae 

It is this man’s profession to be a Wonder-rabbi, and he does his best 
to make it pay. He is a thorough man of the world, this ascetic ‘son of 
Heaven,” to quote the title given him by his adherents. Of course, the 


_ miracles attributed to him are very much like those of Lourdes and other 


places, 90 per cent. unverified, and the rest explicable. On the other hand, 
we should not believe all that his opponents say about him. 

Judging quite impartially, there can be no doubt that the existence of 
Wonder-rabbis is an unmixed evil. They dono good, and they do a great 
deal of harm. The upkeep of so expensive a household is a severe drain, 
and an unneeded drain, on the already very meagre resources of Galician 
Jewry. The Rabbi himself may be wise and saintly and so forth, but there 
is no need for him at all. When a poor widuw comes to him, after having 
pinched and starved to get together money for the * pidion” (the present 
for the rabbi is so called), and asks him to bless her and pray God for her 
that her children should have bread, the widow is ignorant and foolish ; but 
the rabbi.who takes such money for himself is acting shamefully, bay, 
criminally, lt is indeed sad that the Galician Jews have not yet broken 
away fromthe idolatry of Wonder-rabbis and similar superstitious nonsense. 
They are, by their crude belief in sech monstrous shams, still far away 10 
the dark Middle Ages. 

On leaving the Rabbi, we had to ran the gauntlet of a host of waitins 
“gaboim,” “shamosim,” and other schnorrers and lesser parasites, all 
begging, demanding, clamouring for alms. I suppose they cannot be blamed 
for imitating the Wonder-rabbi's mode of obtaining aliving. We purchased 
our release and breathed more freely when we found ourselves outside once 
more. Indeed, we were not altogether sorry to leave the precincts of the 
famous Wonder-rabbi of Czortkow. | 
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are JEWS POOR MISSIONARIES 


The Jews are such poor missionaries that they have been unable to make 
converts en masse for any form of worship. Dr. Krauskopf attempted in 
Philadelphia to establish a reform synagogue among those who were either 
attached to the orthodox synagogue or to none, and the attempt did not 
succeed. Somehow or other the laisser faire policy in this matter seems to 
be the only possible one. Behold what is offered you. Take your choice. 
We do not mean to say that the synagogue should not try to make its service 
as satisfying to its worshippers as it consistently can. A programme of 
complete negation is sure to dribble out, but Judaism is not so constituted 
that it can seek converts, nor is the Jewish mind subject to persuasion on 
matters of this kind. The development of orthodoxy and reform in this 
country has not been a matter of missionising at all, but one of gravitation, 
so to speak—each man seeking his natural level. The feeling that is often 
displayed between the two camps, and the long discussion that is now 
behind us, and that crops out now and then, do not affect the general 
_ statement, that comparatively little has been accomplished by formal 
argument, and that-reform and orthodoxy is more the expression of environ- 
meat and temperament than of reasoned conviction. It is thus possible for 
both camps to go on their way without fear of the other, and without 
apprehension that a missionising project may spring up over night, and 
produce serious damages.

THE PROPOSED JEWISH HOSPITAL, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—I have a very’ great objection to rushing into print, but your 
correspondent, Mr. Ben Hyman, having given expression to a most erroneous 
opinion, lam induty bound to offer an explanation. After ventilating his 
own ideas against the movement, he says, “Surely some compromise on the 
matter can be arranged.” 

Are the authorities of the London Hospital unable to establish a separate 
department for those Jews who are unable to speak the English language, and in 
the event of the establishment of such a department, would they not permit Jewish 
doctors and Jewish nurses to attend upon those patients in that department 7 Would 
itnot be advisable to parmit dying Jewish patients into the precincts of such a 
department’ <A co npromise can undoubtedly be arrived at, and various concessions 
granted, which will be of great value to Jewish patients. An unnecessary eXxpendi- 
ture upon bricks and mortar may thus be saved. 

I have purposely quoted the whole of this paragraph, as it appears to 
me that Mr. Hyman is quite ignorant of the history of the movement, seeing 
that not many months ago your valuable paper gavea full account of the 
conference that took place at the Board Room of the London Hospital, with 
the Hon. Sydney Holland in the Chair. I specially asked if a wing of that 
noble institution could be set aside for the very purpose named by your 
correspondent. We had at that time about £1,400 to our credit, and I 
offered to place that sum at the disposal of the authorities, and I also 
pledged myself to obtain subscriptions to help support the proposed 
wing. As a matter of fact I hardly asked for a wing but that 
a board should be placed upon the door of the out-patients’ depart- 
ment, with instructions in the Yiddish language to the effeet that a doctor 
could be seen who would ba there to treat them according to their disease. 

sut all my suggesticns and those of my colleagues were quietly ignored, and 
no possible concession was promised with the exception that at the very end 
of the conference we were told that we might appoint an interpreter in the 
out-patients’ department and pay for his or her services, a con- 
cession which we refusel as not meeting our views. I may say 
for the benefit of Mr. Hyman and others who are antagonistic to the move- 
ment that we do not seek to establish a rival to any existing institution. 


We contend that there is insutlicient accommodation in this big City for all 


the sick inhabitants. Facts and figures prove that there are only three 
beds available to every thousand of our poor, and, as in all cases the 
weaker are bound to go to the wall, we thought, and still think, 
that we should relieve the general strain by having a_ hospital 
of our own in which to deal with those who are “slow 
of speech,” and, therefore, unable to stand before the Pharaohs 
who rule the destinies of the sick and suffering. We are not at all 
unmindful of the benetits conferred on us by the various institutions that 
have done and still do their best to remove as many disabilities as 
possible. Weare not an ungrateful people, but in common justice to the 
doctors and nurses can we expect them amid the onerous duties of their 
profession to stand patiently by to listen to a garbled account, in 
indifferent English mixed up with a jargon, often not understood 
except by the natives themselves, of a disease which under these 
circumstances Cannot possibly be. diagnosed? There must be an 
established sympathy between nurse and patient or doctor and patient, 
before any cure can be effected. How can this be obtained when on the one 
side the one is dumb and on the other, deaf? Another’ reason we have for 
desiring a Jewish hospital is that often a patient is sent home before he is 
quite convalescent, as his bed may be wanted for a more urgent case, and in 
the event of recovery being hopeless the patient is sent off to an infirmary 
amid most uncongenial surroundings. Aceording to our own laws the 
greatest consideration must be shown to the dying, and it must 
be almost beyond human endurance to be surrounded by those who are 
foreign to our faith and who perhaps looks upon the ceremonial laws so dear 
to us asa species of idolatry, the observance of which, however, only tends 
to sooth and comfort. 

There are many more reasons than these why we seethe necessity of 
a Jewish hospital, and although we have to contend with opposition from 
the powers that be,“ yet we fear no foe.” Our cause is just and we shall 
obtain our end. Nearly all the existing Jewish institutions, before their 
inception, were condemned as “useless and unnecessary.” Yet they 
were founded and are a credit to our race, and a monument to the 
memory of those who established them against great odds. The Home 
for Aged Jews is a testimony to this fact. That splendid institution owed 
its birth to an honoured working-min, who lived and died in the Kast End, 
and whose scheme was opposed tooth and nail. Now it rears its stately 
head, as it were, phcenix-like, from the ashes of discontent and controversy, 
and by a strange paradox owes its present success to the members of a good 
and noble family, who are at present waging war against our proposed 
Jewish hospital. Sir, I venture to predict that in time to come the institu- 
tion we have now in view, and which we hope to establish, will also appeal 
to those who now oppose, and our enemies and detractors will become our 
warmest friends and supporters. Converts are always most keen once they 
are converted.

If adequate funds were forthcoming, 
and if we had men at the head experienced in hospital administration, a 
London Jewish hospital would be an established fact. Let me explain that 
by a Jewish hospital I do not mean that the managers, medical and nursing 
staffs, and patients should be limited to the Jews. No hospital can be 
sectarian. Sickness and disease know nocreed. Patients of any religious 
belief should be admitted. Illness and the inability to pay for adequate 
medical attendance should be the only conditions imposed. The institution 
would however be essentially Jewish in atmosphere and sympathies and, as 
far as is consistent with our present medical beliefs, would conform to 
orthodoxy. 

The medical staff should, in addition to their other qualifications, have a 
knowledge of German. Apart from that, the appointments should be open to 
all medical men of whatever faith. Similarly with the nursing staff. Under 
such a regime what objection could be taken to another hospital in the East 
Kad of London, where it is generally admitted that the supply of hospital 
accommodation is insufficient to meet the demand? I will not go into the 
question of hospital abuse which has been mentioned as an objection, because 
this is common to all hospitals, and unfortunately this question has not 
received from the majority of hospital managers the attention it deserves. 

Bat the movement cannot be a success without adequate funds, and at 
the present time, while sympathising strongly with those who desire to see 
a Jewish hospital in London, my advice to the leaders, if they have the 
Jewish interest at heart, is to wait before embarking upon any definite 

.venture. The time is not yet ripe for purchasing a site. Let the leaders 
bide their time and continue their work as they have done in the past, 
persistently and energetically, and without doubt the time will come when 
the financial aid which the movement deserves will be forthcoming.

Sir,—I had no intention of entering into a controversy when I penned 
my letter to you, and I have no desire now to do so. But I beg you to allow 
me a small space in your valuable journal to reply in part to two communi- 
cations which you printed in your last issue. 

“A Jewish Physician and Surgeon,” with remarkable skill, places his 
pen upon the exact point at issue. He asks why I was not “in a Jewish 
ward.” I was not in a Jewish ward because there was no accom- 
‘modation in one. And a Jewish hospital is for one reason needed just 
because this lack of accommodation in Jewish wards of general hospitals 
is constant. There is a vast deal of ignorance about the Jewish 
wards of general hospitals and a “Jewish Physician and Surgeon” 
appears to share it to a larger extent than his profession warrants. It is 
supposed that the general hospitals have Jewish wards attached, sufficient 
to accommodate all Jewish patients requiring nursing and attendance. Far 
from this being the case, I think I am within the mark when I say that all 
the Jewish wards of all the general hospitals in the metropolis could not 
accommodate more than ten per cent. of the normal average of Jewish in- 
patients. At least I know that when I had to undergo the serious 
operation from which, thank God, I have almost recovered, and 
1 asked to be placed in a Jewish ward, | was told that 
I might have to wait for weeks or even months. I was told, 
too, that if the operation were not performed within twenty-four hours, I 
should not live many more. | do not think either statement was baseless.

Promenade Concerts at Queen's Hall, Mr. Henry Wood has, during the past 
weeks, introduced to the music-loving public of London several new works 
—or atleast works new to London. One of them, a ‘*‘ Fantasie in C for 
pianoforte and orchestra (op. 84),” by Rubinstein, which had not been 
previously performed in London, was a most unequal work: like the famous 
curate’s egg, it was ‘‘most excellent in parts.’ The solo part was well 


played by Mr. Arthur Cooke. Another novelty was = * Variations 
and Fugue on a Merry Theme,” by Max Reger, a composer who 


was probably new to many of the audience, though of course his 
name is well-known in. Germany. variations showed = a 
great diversity and intricacy of treatment and were good examples of the 
composer's style. On Tuesday night, the well-known violinist, Joska 
Szigeti, made his first appearance at these concerts. His rendering of the 
solo part of Hamilton Harty’s “* New Concerto for Violin and Orchestra 

was masterly, and deserved the warm applause which the audience 
bestowed on it. A further hearing of the orchestra confirms the impression 
that its playing marks an advance on previous years, the balance of tone 
seems to be more even and the brass is not so blaring as has been previously 
observed. 

The theatrical season in London will soon be in full swing.  To- 
morrow night witnesses the first performance of “The Proud Prince, by 
Mr. Justin Huntly McCarthy, at the Lyceum Theatre, and judging by past 
experience there can be no doubt that Messrs. Smith and Carpenter will 
mount the play with that degree of splendour which characterises all their 
productions. On the following Saturday the Garrick re-opens with Mr. 
Alfred Sutro’s new play “ Making a Gentleman.” 

The Royal Carl Rosa Opera Company will be at the Broadway fheatre, 
New Cross, during the week commencing the 13th inst. Miss Beatrice 
Miranda is a member of the Company. 

Max Darewski repeated former triumphs at the Winter Gardens, 
Bournemouth, last week-end. He played Ferdinand Hillier's pianoforte 
concerto. In response to an enthusiastic encore, he gave a brilliant render- 
ing of Chopin’s “ Fantasia Impromptu.” At its conclusion he was presented 
with a handsome floral trophy. He subsequently led the orchestra through 
Suppe’s overture “ Light Cavalry,” and by way of encore conducted two of 
his own marches. | 

Miss Margery Bentwich has achieved a notable success at Norderney 
(Germany), where she took the leading part in the Seventh Symphony Concert 
of the Royal Orchestra, and played several violin solos, in addition to a very 
fine rendering of Beethoven's Concerto. She was received most enthusias- 
tically and invited to perform at a subsequent concert, but was obliged to 
leave for Berlin, where she has undertaken other engagements. The German 
critics speak very highly of her performances.

The well-known contraltro, Madame Olitzka, has achieved great success 
in America. She sang at a concert at the Ocean Grove Auditorium, at Ash- 
bury Park (New Jersey), on the 19th of August. The big hall was filled by 
an audience computed at upwards of seven thousand people. It was the 
artist’s first appearance at that place, but she immediately carried her 
listeners away by her first aria, that of ‘* Voce di Donna,” from Ponchielli s 
* Gioconda.” She had quite an ovation, and was compelled to give encores 
after almost each number of her eleven airs and songs in French, Italian, 
German and English. ey

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—In your issue of the 6th August, you very judiciously enquire :— 


“Whv should Jews go out of their way to attract the lightning of the. . 


restrictionists to their own heads?” But to one who has taken an anxious 
interest in the fate of his Russian coreligionists since the commencement 
of their troubles in ’82, the broad intimation of, or justification of, restricted 
immigration is not surprising. For who were they that had the law put 
into operation against Jewish immigrants but the United Hebrew Charities, 
at a time when the exclusion of “assisted” emigrants was yet in its 
incipiency ? 

One Sabbath morning policemen were called in to quell a riot, because 
Sabbath observers had revolted against the compulsory desecration of the 
day enjoined by the Fourth Commandment to be kept holy. Of course, the 
European Committees, which had undertaken to provide for the welfare of 
the refugees, on hearing their complaints of being coerced by their own 
coreligionists to violate the Sabbath and to eat forbidden food, concluded 
that it would be wrong to send any more of them to the care of a Jewish 
society which, instead of assisting them to observe their religious prin- 
ciples, were the very ones to deprive them of their practice. Then the 
immigration society, which had been established for their reception, was 
dissolved. Thus commenced the congestion that is now the source of trouble. 
But the “ Charities ” took alarm, and reported to the United States authori- 
ties that “assisted” Jews were arriving here who were likely to become 
burdens on the Jewish community. In consequence, some of the most 
heartrending exclusions followed, until Mr. Jacob Judelsohn, a man of no 
social position, obtained access to a batch who were about to be returned. 
and proved that not only were they not “assisted” emigrants, but that 
they had sufficient money not to render them liable to become paupers. 
After this, Mr. Judelsohn succeeded in inducing the late Mr. Simon Muir, of 
Philadelphia, to organise a society for the care of immigrants arriving there; 
and subsequently he also enlisted the co-operation of several New Yorkers 
in the formation of a *t Jewish Immigrant Protective Society” here. Mr. 
Judelsohn, being in humble circumstances, received no credit for his zeal, 
and he died “ unwept, unhonoured, and unsung.” 

Old readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE must remember some of the facts 
mentioned here ; but it is necessary to ventilate the subject at the present 


time. Your readers have surely not yet forgotten that, as reported by the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE a little more than two years ago, the health officer of San 
Antonio said of emigration to Texas :— 

“The danger is very great that denationalisation might go on apace; they might 
lose their Judaism, their attachment to their faith, and everything that made for 
creatness, and every hope. This can only be partially (the italics are mine) avoided 
by settling them in larger masses, and keeping Zionism constantly alive among them 
until the time of the realisation of the Jewish hope has come. — 


The point of this appeal is that humanitarianism should urge every Jew 


to insist that when the refugee has escaped from persecution, his right 


for him and his children to enjoy religious liberty in a free country should 
be respected by every shade of religious thought called Jewish.

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THE ADLER FAMILY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Your correspondent 4D)’ who, in your issue of July 30th takes 
exception to my statement that Rabbi Gabriel Adler cannot have been the 
teacher of Berthold Auerbach and Gabriel Riesser, is simply unconvincible. 
He makes use of the peculiar method of controversy which states, with a 
great deal of ado, something that has no bearing on the question at all, 
and ignores those arguments which prove my side of the case completely. 
He reminds me of a professor at a German “ Gymnasium,” who, being very 
near-sighted, often got the boys mixed and occasionally committed a blunder. 
Thus, once when a boy recited very poorly, he said: * [am really sorry that 
you are going from bad to worse, 1 told your father so only the other day 
when he called on me, and Linformed him that he had better take you from 
school. It broke my heart to see the old man erying.”’ The boy replied, 
** Professor, you must be mistaken, my father has been dead several years.” 
But the Professor, indignant at the attack on his authority, shouted with 
stentorian voice: ‘' When I say so, it is a fact, and even if your father is 
re ote called at my house and did ery, and that is all there is to say 
about it.” | 

The matter has a sericus aspect. People who followed the trial of poor 
Hilsner closely will remember that some witnesses testified to having seen 
Joshua Erbmann and Solomon Wassermann with him on the day of the 
murder. Fortunately for the two men on that critical day, one was in 
hospital and the other in jail. About the latter, one of the witnesses was 
particularly positive and insisted on having seen him in spite of the fact 
that the presiding judge said to him, * You have no right’ to dispute a certifi- 
cate given by a State oflicial.” Had it not been for this fortunate incident 
the man would, like poor Hilsner, be serving a life sentence. | 

What is our controversy ? I said that neither Berthold ‘Auerbach nor 
Gabriel Riesser could have been disciples of Rabbi Adler in Oberdorf. Your 
correspondent tells me | should study the biography of these two men 
better. How can I do this after I read on each one of them an exhaustive, 
painstaking work, which clearly shows that I am right? According to 
Bettelheim’s biography of the poet, Auerbach was just Barmitzvah, in 1825, 
when his father took him to the Yeshibah in Hechingen. Having spent two 
years there and feeling dissatisfied with the Yeshibah methods, he left the 
place, went to Stuttgart to prepare himself for the Gymnasium and 
graduated in 1830. Then he went to Tiibingen, where he entered the 
University. Where was the time for him to go to the Yeshibah in Oberdorf ? 
What prevented him from stating this fact in his autobiography, embodied in 
Bethetheim’s book, if he actually did go? He certainly had no desire to deny 
that he was a Jew and had at one time prepared himself for the rabbinate. 

Still stronger is the case of Gabriel Riesser. We possess his works in 
four volumes with an exhaustive biography and letters written to him by 
his father from his early boyhood. Gabriel Riesser was born in 1806. When 
he was a child his father moved to Liibeck. There he was sent to the 
Gymnasium, and when, with the expulsion of the Jews from Liibeck, his 
father had to leave, young Gabriel still remained awhile until he joined 
his family in Hamburg in 1820. Then he continued his education in 
Hamburg until 1821, when he entered the University of Kiel and graduated 
in 1826, Afterwards he prepared himself during a short time for an 
academic career, and seeing no prospects on account of the strong senti- 
ment against the Jews, he turned to the practice of law, first in Boekenheim, 
which, being part of the electorate of Hesse-Cassel, seemed promising on 
account of the theoretical emancipation granted to the Jews in 1823, and 
finally he returned to his native city. Where was the opportunity for his 
study in Oberdorf? 

Furthermore, I laid stress on the fact that Lazarus Riesser, Gabriel's 
father, was an entirely modern man, an advocate of religious reform and one 
of the founders of the Hanburg Temple. He, like all men of his type, was 
strictly opposed to Yeshiba training and placed his son-already at an early 
age in Liibeck, under the care of a Christian instructor in a Christian 
boarding school. To this my opponent answers that it was not said that he 
was sent to Yeshiba in Oberdorf. This is really amusing. I hope not to 
wound anybody's feeling by asking the question whether Rabbi Gabriel 
Adler was perhaps the man to teach ancient classics or jurisprudence. In 
spite of all these facts, which were briefly but correctly stated in my first 
letter, my opponent invites me to make myself more familiar with the 
biography of the man. 

The trouble with many of our people is, that they like legends better 
than truth, because legend is so much more interesting. I had recently an 
experience which is evidence of this tendency. A ‘tocal paper announced, 
with big headlines: “Jew the Kaiser’s Adviser; the Appointment of Von 
Bethman-Hollweg as Imperial Chancellor.” I contradicted the ‘report, and 
said that while Bethman’s family was quite anti-Semitic, it was never Jewish. 
A highly educated woman met me the day afterwards in the street, and 
scolded me terribly for having disgraced Judaism}~1 said, humbly, “ Why, 
Madam, what could I do? What I said is a fact.” She replied, in 
great excitement, “Never mind facts; it is alright for the ‘ Goyim’ 
to believe that a Jew has been made Chancellor, and you had 
no right to thus disgrace our community.” Perhaps another reason 
for the opposition to my statement is the general belief in tradition 
to which | confess myself not to be subject, although some years ago I was 
called very bad names for it in your esteemed paper. You will therefore 
allow me the statement that so-called tradition, which actually means a 
report on vague hearsay, is very poor historic evidence. The origin of the 
story that Auerbach and Riesser were disciples of Gabriel Adler is very 
likely similar to many others which are not based on fact. Adler was rabbi 
in Oberdorf, and Oberdorf was the home of Bernhard Frankfurter, who was 
Adler's teacher and the brother of Dr. Naphtali Frankfurter, preacher at the 
Hamburg Temple. The latter, and very likely his older brother, was a 
disciple of Adler, and so the story got mixed up. In the same way the fact 
that Riesser was a cousin of Gabriel Adler's wife may have given occasion 
to the rumour that he bad been his student. The uncertainty of such 
tradition is proved by the fact that Mr. Marcus Adler in his paper speaks of 
Gabriel Adler as Chief Rabbi of the Schwarzwald. Had he been better 
informed on German geography, he would have known that Oberdorf. is in 
the Jagdskreis, while the rabbinate of Schwarzwaldkreis is at M iihringen. 
In this case, fortunately, there are official proofs for the fact that peopl» may 
be mistaken. 7

Notes on New Publications. 


1. One of these days | hope to present to the Jewish Historical Society 
a paper on the references to Palestine which are scattered so plentifully in 


the English State Papers. The latest volume of the Calendar of Patent 
Rolls, for instance, contains this entry : 

1412, August 13th, Fulham. Licence for the Abbot of St. Augustine's, Canter- 
bury, to go out of the realm to the holy city of Jerusalem on pilgrimage in fulfilment 
of his vow. 

Such entries, and others of a more entertaining kind, abound in these 
records. 

2. The newly-published volume of the Gottingen Nachrichten (of the royal 
Gesellschaft der Wissenschaften) includes N. Bonwetsch’s paper on the 
‘“ Moses-myth in the Slavic church literature.” This legend agrees on the whole 
with that which appears in the “Chronicles of Jerahmeel ” edited by Dr. 
Gjaster ten years ago, and has resemblances, too, with other Midrashic 
embellishments of the Biblical narrative, such as the story in the Sefer 
Hayashar. Dr. Bonwetsch’s paper was read in June, 1902, Such postpone- 
ments of publication are inevitable, and I commend this extreme instance 
to the notice of critics of the delays sometimes occuring with the publications 
of the Society named in the previous paragraph. : 

3. The same Society (the Jewish Historical) has several publications 
already in type and soon to be issued. One is the second volume of Mr. 
J. M. Rigg’s Calendar of the Jewish Exchequer Plea-Rolls. Another is a 
reprint (with preface and annotations) of Macaulay’s famous Essay and > 
Speech on Jewish Disabilities. Then several further fascicules of the 
Transactions (Vol. VIL.) are passing through the Press. Among these are 
papers by Dr. Gaster, Mr. Meisels, Mr. Hyamson, Dr. Hirschfeld and Major 
Hume. Another work, the MS. of which is ready, though the printing is not 
yet begun, is Dr. Stokes’ volume on Pre-Expulsion Jewry, with special 
reference to Cambridge. In the case of the latter University, however, the 
story is carried down to the nineteenth century. 

4, The dramatic poem ‘Joseph and his Brethren,” by Charles Wells, has 
been added to Frowde's series of ** The World's Classics " (price Is. net). The 
play was first published in 1824, and a new edition, with an introduction by 
Algernon Charles Swinburne, appeared in 1876, Mr. Swinburne began his 
introduction with the words ‘It is said that all books find their level sooner 
or later.” Is the level of this dramatisation of the Biblical narrative truly so 
high as to deserve a place in the world’s classics? Let the reader spend his 
shilling and decide. Dante Gabriel Rossetti shared Swinburne's estimation 
of the poem. To me it seems truly Elizabethan in form; but has it the 
Elizabethan soul as well as body? Jn fine, I find it dull. But I can see its 
ease and stateliness, its * equable cadences,” as well as the “sweet tenuity 
in the continuous melody of the verse.” But is it admissible with Swin- 
burne that: “There are lines even in the overture of his poem which 
might more naturally be mistaken even by an expert in verse, for the 
work of the young Shakespeare, than any to be gathered elsewhere in the 
And further: 

‘* Take these lines, of the setting sun, 

A god gigantic, habited in gold, 

Stepping from off a mount into the sea— 
Two such lines, and there are many such, would suilice, with a certain 
school of commentators, to establish the unquestionable partnership of 
Shakespeare in the Elizabethan play which should contain them.” There 
let me leave the matter. 

5. Messrs. Methuen’s “Library of Devotion” consists of a number of 
dainty little books, all of them more or less of a devotional character. 
Most of the series are specifically Christian. The publishers are now adding 
a volume which Jewish readers will weleome—* Prayers and Devotions from 
the Apocrypha,” edited, with introduction and notes by Mr. Herbert Pentin. 
The latter has deserved well by his staunch campaign in behalf of 
popularising the Apocrypha. In 1905 he founded an “ International Socicty 


of the Apocrypha,” with an interesting quarterly journal as its organ. The 
value of this publication has often been pointed out in these columns. The 


“Library of Devotion,” it may be added, appears in two styles, price 2s. in 
eloth and 2s. 6d. net in leather. The get-up of the books is, indeed, 
attractive in either style. | 

6. A book of which I know nothing but the title—the subject is 
important enough—is G. Hollmann’'s “The Jewish Religion in the Time of 
Jesus” (150 pages, price 2s. net). | 

7. Léo Errera, Professor of Botany in the University of Brussels, died 
in 1905. Besides new editions of his more technical writings, another monu- 
ment to his memory is being raised by the publication, in six volumes, of his 
miscellaneous scientific, literary and political essays (‘* Recueil d’Oeuvres de 
Léo Errera,”’ Brussels, H. Lamartin). Vols. 1,2and 6 are now out. (price 5fr. 
each) ; the earlier volumes contain botanical studies, but volume 6 includes 
verse and prose miscellanies. Errera was the author of ‘‘ Les Juifs Russes : 
Extermination ou Emancipation ?” (1893)—a powerful manifesto, the impor- 
tance of which was increased by a preface from Mommsen. The book was 
translated into English by Miss Bella Lowy. | 

8. A communication by Dr. Samuel Daiches on the Sumerian question, 
appears in the last number of,the Revue Sémitique. | 

9. “The chief purpose of this work is to prove the existence of God 
and convince Monotheists of the strength and validity of their belief.” This 
high purpose is attempted in Mr. Jacques Cohen’s 38-paged brochure 
“Solution of the Universe’s Riddle” (London, Swan Sonnenschein, price 
Is. net). “Of all my works,” he says, “1 want this one to be read by every- 
body.” Among these other works are “ The Social Problem ” and “* Prolego- 
mena to a Complete Exposition of Theism.” His argument in the present 
essay is a little difficult to follow, but he is always stimulating and never 
shallow.

In * The Road of No Raturn” (Chatto and Windus), a novel by Mrs. A. C

It is a record rather 
tian a history, and as such, of course, has its uses but none sutlicient to 
substantiate its claims to be termed either as history or as literature. The 
reider obtains a moreor less disjointed survey of occurrences in France 
during the past generation, but if he has been a persistent reader of the 
diilv Press he obtains from the volume no information that is new to him. 
Mr. Lawton’s book is one more proof of how impossible it is for history to 


be written by one whose life has been lived during the period of which he , 


writes. | ; 

‘One of the most noteworthy movements in France during the last two 
decades has been the Dreyfus Affair, together with its offshoots. If Mr. 
Lawton’s scheme were acceptable the attention that he devotes to this 
movement would probably be sufficient. It is, however, at the best but 
scanty, and is in truth not worth the trouble of perusal except to the veriest 
tyro in current French politics. The only passage that bears quotation is 
the following from the chapter in which the author, as it were, summarises 
his conclusions :— 

Similar jealousies show themselves, intermittently, against Protestants and, 
permanently, against Jews, both being accused of exercising too great an influence 
in public matters and of lacking patriotism. These accusations and the prejudices 
prompting than, which are not well grounded, are resuscitations of the ancient odium 
theologicum that produced the Saint Barthelemy massacre ; and, unfortunately, as the 
Dreyfus Affair proved, they are deliberately used to stir up civil strife, and can now 
and again urouse popular passion to inexplicable aberrations of conduct. 

The Bancrofts. 

In * The Bancrofts: Reeolleetions of Sixty Years,” of which Sir Squire 
and Lady Bancroft are joint authors, several members of the Jewish race and 
community find mention, Thus we come across stray passages concerning 
David James, Mrs. Bernard Beere, Sir Julius Benedict, Henry Russell and 
J. M. Levy, of the Daily Telegraph. Of the last we learn rather more 
than of the others. He is described as ‘one of the greatest friends to the 
drama, in his own or any other times. It was Mr. Levy who first gave to its 
affairs, in the great journal he then controlled, the prominence and the 
importance which he always considered its due, and which have been 
maintained by his successors. Our stage owes him much, and English actors 
should hold his memory in high regard.” | 

Sie Squire Bancroft, ia his reminiscences, does not forget the reading he 
gave some twelve years ago for the benefit of the Home and Hospital for 
Jewish Incurables, * at which,” he says, ‘the Chief Rabbi did me the honour 
to preside. The audience, which conprised many of the most prominent 
followers of that great faith, was, it is needless to add, one of the most 
responsive [ have appealed to—-for the Jews are well-known for their wide 
knowledge and true appreciation of art in all its branches.”

quite incapable. Mr. R. N. Hall holds another view. In his opinion the 
monuments and works of which the ruins stand as memorials to-day, were 
created by alien hands, and almost certainly Semitic ones. He does not in 
s0 many words identify Mashonaland with the Ophir of the Bible, but the 
evidence he produces assists materially towards such an identification. In 
his new book, “ Pre-historic Rhodesia,” Mr. Hall puts forward his latest 
evidence in the controversy. He argues in favour of his views from the 
ethnological and the philological points of view as well as from that of 
archeology. He even finds geographical arguments in favour of his opinion. 
He finds many traces of Semitic influence among the natives as well as in 
the monuments of the country. He quotes the long-standing tradition 
among some of the tribes of East Africa and of the adjacent islands that 
Solomon obtained his gold from the Hinterland of Sofala, i.e., Rhodesia. 
Moreover, many Semitic customs, which are pre-Koranic and therefore by 
no means due to Mchammedan influences still persist among the natives 
and must be derived from a very early date and along Semitic connection, 
for no trace survives of the teachings of the Catholic Fathers who were 
settled in the district for the two and-a-half centuries that ended about 
1759. Mr. Hall remarks on the frequent Semitic types to be seen among the 
natives—the Ma-Karanga. 


“A Jewish-looking Karanga babe, with skin of light colour,” is by no 
means uncommon. ‘The facial features are astonishingly Semitic, while 
those of the Negroid are only slightly in evidence. Such a child has usually 
a most prematurely old-looking appearance, and one often wonders whether 
it can possibly be the offspring of its alleged parents. By the time it has 


arrived at puberty, this Semitic appearance is not so pronounced, it being 
subdued by that of the Negroid. Still, the Semitic features are noticeable 
when the child becomes a full grown man or woman.” Mr. Hall prints 
photographs of two old natives who certainly possess a somewhat Semitic 
appearance. 


The physical points of difference from the other natives and 
resemblances to the Semitic type on the part of the Ma-Karanga, are given 
as follows: Well-shaped head with bell-crown, arched and decidedly Jewish 
‘nose, thin lips, high and intelligent forehead, rounded jaws and chin, small 
pelvis and narrow hips, light skin, and refined features. A list of thirty- 
seven Jewish or biblical customs prevalent among the Ma-Karanga is also 
given, but some of them are by no means peculiar to the Ma-Karanga.

For Deaf-Mutes. 


We have received from Messrs. George Philip and Son the first part of 
“A Classified Picture Vocabulary for Deaf Children” (1s. 6d.) by Mr. 8, 
Kutner, Headmaster of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home. The little work, 
which is beautifully printed and carefully illustrated, is the outcome of a 
rich practical experience in the instruction of deaf-mutes. To those 
not familiar with the oral method of teaching the deaf and dumb 
it will come as a surprise to see a book of reading exercises. But the 
miracle of making the dumb to speak is now steadily achieved by a band of 
patient teachers, of whom not the least accomplished is the author of the 
booklet under notice. The exercises may appear to express very elementary 
ideas, but it is difficult for the deaf and dumb child to attain to great com- 
plexity of thought. Indeed, a beautiful simplicity often charms those 
brought into contact with deaf-mutes. Nature, indeed, works by com- 
pensations! Mr. Kutner is to be congratulated on the appearance of a 


useful and ably-compiled volume. | M. 


Noemi Baneth (Mrs. Henry Snowman) has translated into German a 
collection of Italian Travel-sketches by Mr. Israel Cohen, and the book will 
be published very shortly, under the title of “Israel in Italien: Eindriicke 
und Erlebnisse,” by the firm of Herr Louis Lamm, of Berlin. 


Vallentine’s Anglo-Jewish Almanac does not grow feebler with advanc- 
ing years. It is now in its seventy-second year of issue, but full of useful 
information and accurate in its manifold details, presents as fresh an 
appearance as ever. The calendars. for the years 5670 and 5671 are both set 
forth, whilst the general type and‘ get up” leave nothing to be desired. 
Special attention is drawn to the instructions issued by the Chief Rabbi 
relative to the Haphsakoth and also to the observance of the Passover 
caused by the eve of the festival coming on a Sabbath in April next. One of 
the special features of the Almanac is the table of precise times at which 
the Sabbaths and festivals, ete., of the year terminate, that have been 
calculated by the editors, the Revs. Dayan M. Hyamson and Michael Adler, 
upon the basis of the tables drawn up by Dr. Friedlinder. The events in 
Anglo-Jewish history are brought up-to-date. The details of communal life 
in London and the Provinces, as well as the usual list of Kosher hotels 
throughout Europe and the Orient form essential features of a publication 
that is always welcome.

Inrants.—Intelligent treatment of work, generally, and cheerful indastry make 
here a very good Infant school. The First Class is under excellent preparation for 
transfer and the requirements of the younger children are also well met. Colour 
Drawing from plant life in season is a praiseworthy feature in work much enjoyed, 
but distribution of drawing material might be improved. The extensive playground 
gives ample opportunity for the practice of games and other physical exercises, and 
is used with great profit to the school.

Sir, —The particulars of the interview of your representative with Sir 
Jacob Sassoon, Which appeared in your issue of the 25th June, has caused 
considerable surprise In the Bene Israel community. It may be noted at 
the outset that Sir Jacob Sassoon is not in close touch with the Bene Israels 
(Children of Israel), therefore much of his information about them comes to 
him second-hand ; hence, it is that Some mis-statements about them have 
crept in. | shall, therefore, esteem it a favour if you will publish the 
following in your valuable paper, so that the Jews in England who have 
peen kind to them may not form an incorrect estimate of the Bene Israels. 
| We do not understand what is meant by the statement that the Bene 

jsraels are practically Hindoos in appearance. They have been a dis- 
tinctive class and their features are distinct from those of the natives 
among whom they have lived. They have all along studiously avoided 
mixing with the natives, and they discourage inter-marriages with alien 
women, the offspring of a Bene Israel and an alien woman being called 
“Kala” (Black) Israel (Jews). The “ Kala” Israels are not allowed to mix freely 
with the rest. This being the case we fail to comprehend what is meant by the 
statement that the white Jews regard themselves as of a superior caste to the 
pane Israels. This statement would seem to imply that the Bene Israels are 
black Jews as opposed to the Bagdad Jews, who are termed by Sir Jacob as 
the white Jews. The Bene Israels emphatically repudiate this statement. 
The Bene Israels have, moreover, always objected even to mixing with 
Bagdad Jews. There is nothing in common between them except their 
religion. The languages and customs of the two are so widely apart that 
there is no possibility of their ever mixing. 

Comparatively very little help has been rendered by the Sassoon family 
towards the education of the Bene Israels. They have no doubt: contri- 
buted something towards the maintenance of the Israelite School at Bombay 
and the firm of Messrs. David Sassoon and Co. still continue their support, 
whereas Sir Jacob Sassoon has long since withdrawn his help. I am not 
aware of a Bene Israel child being admitted to the schools maintained 
entirely by the Sassoon family for the benefit of the children of the Bagdad 
Jews. During the last twenty years and more a large number of the Bene Israel 
children have been educated at the Israelite School at Bombay, which is so 
nobly supported by the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the Bene Israel com- 
munity is greatly indebted to that body. 

The Bene Israels no doubt had drifted from Judaism ; this was because 
their ancestors were Stranded on the shores of \onkan over twenty centuries 
azo, and their calamity was completed by their having lost everything they 
had with them. Konkan, moreover, added to degenerate them because the 
tribes among Whom they lived were poor and illiterate. Religious revival 
was started among the Bene Israels over two centuries ago, and for this 
revival they are indebted to the Cochin Jews, and not the Bagdad Jews. 

They have two synagogues of their own in Bombay, and several in the 
Mofussil. One, called the Gate of Merey ’ Synagogue in Bombay, has been in 
existeice for over a century, aS can be easily proved by documentary 
evidence. The late Mr. David Sassoon, the grandfather of Sir Jacob Sassoon, 
usel to attend the “ Gate of Mercy ’ Synagogue for service.

sik, You will permit me to offer a few remarks regarding the interview 
with Sir Jacob Sassoon, of Bombay, published in your issue of the 25th June. 

Sir Jacob, while speaking of the Bene Israel, is reported to have said 
that “they are practicaily Hindoos in appearance and have assimilated to 
the indigenous population in many respects”’; that they are not “very 
orthodox’ like the other community, the members of which Sir Jacob 
Sassoon calls the ** white Jews,” in contradistinction to the Bene Israel; and 
adds that the ‘‘ white Jews regard themselves as of a superior caste.” 

This means that the Bene Israel has very little of the Jew left in him 
and is practically a Hindoo of the indigenous, i.e., of the lowest type. I 
regret that such a statement should have been uttered by the illustrious 
head of the Jewish community of Bombay. 

In the first place, it is not correct to say that the Bene Israel are not 
orthodox, In every town or village wherever there is a Bene Israel congrega- 
tion, however poor, it maintains a synagogue, or at least a prayer-hall of tts 
own. The Jewish spirit of the right sort is as strong in them as in any other 
community. Two thousand years of residence in the country has indeed made 
them adopt certain customs of the country, which was inevitable. I wonder 
how many English Jews have managed to keep themselves free from English 
ways and habits. The employment of the Bene Israel in the Government, 
the railway, and other Gentile services militates against ‘their Sabbath 
observance, that is true. But a Bene Israel would rather turn the Sabbath 
into a Week-day than be dependent on others. 

_ Speaking of the spirit of self-respect and self-dependence, I must observe 
With pride that the poorest Bene Israel—and there are many such—would 
eel ashamed to streteh forth his hand for alms. Can that be said of the 
so-called “superior white Jews”? ‘Hordes of them, young and old, men, 
Women and children are to be seen wandering about from door to door begging 
charity at the hands of every community, Jewish or Gentile. Sometimes 
ey are so very persistent in their demands that they have to be driven 
away, literally by main force. I wish Sir Jacob had thought of this before 
emphasising the fact that they regard themselves as of the superior caste. 
lurning to the implied charge of the Bene Israel being “ black Jews,” if 
that simply means that they are Indian Jews, 1 have nothing to say. Even 
then | must state, without any fear of contradiction, that though the Bene 
tel may not be “whites,” certainly they are not “blacks.” Those 
Who have studied ethnography agree in thinking that the Bene Israel 
slong to the fairer classes of Indians. And a theory is put forward that 
the Chitpavans—the fairest class of Brahmins on the sea-coast—are the 
descendantsof Bene Israel. This may be a pure legend; but it shows that 


* appearance, complexion and physiognomy of the Bene Israel must be

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THE FOOTBALL CRISIS.-—A good deal of unrest prevails at the moment 
in the football world, and all sorts of reports are flying about concerning 
the dismissal of players and postponement of matehes. It is surprising, and 
at the same time gratifying, that the spirit of professional sport has so little 
seized hold of the minds of Jews. In spite of the interest of many Jews in 
the turf one has never heard of a Jewish jockey, except the French rider 
Stern, and a professional footballer or cricketer of the Jewish faith is a 
rara avis, if such one has ever existed atall. It is an arguable point— 
one on which the readers of this column may care to express an opinion 

whether professional cricket or football can be justified at all. On the 
one hand, it may be urged that the thousands who pay to witness a game of 
cricket or football by professional players would be much better engaged in 
indulging in the sport themselves. And, on the other hand, it may be con- 
tended that the apparatus for these two pastimes are beyond the pockets 
of many who can afford to watch a game, that many are too old to play, 
and that professional games serve to set a high standard of achievement and, 
so to speak, advertise the sports. There is, of course, much more that may 
be urged for and against professional sport. | 


PROVISION AGAINST ACCIDENTS.—.\ correspondent writes to draw 
attention to the fact that atthe ground of the Jewish Athletic Association 
at Bailey's Lane, accidents are of somewhat frequent occurrence, and that no 
organised provision seems to be made for giving adequate attention to cases 
of this kind. The matter is one which should be easy of adjustment. Many 
of the clubs which have teams playing at Stamford Hill have first-aid classes, 
and several members have obtained their certificates. A register of 
qualified lads should be kept at the ground so that in case of accident 
it would be known on which pitch a“ first-aider "’ would be likely to be found. 
The matter is one which the capable oflicials at the head of the Association 
could very easily arrange. 


TRIAL SPORTS.—Friendly competitions between clubs in indoor games 
are of such frequent occurrence and lead to such excellent results in the 
direction of the promotion of cordial relations between those taking part, 
that it is somewhat surprising that similar funetions are not more often 
arranged for open-air sports. It is true, the clubs meet in friendly rivalry 
at the annual sports of the J.A.A., but that is only once a year and there 
appears to be room for smaller competitions of a similar nature, in which 
two or three clubs might combine. It should not be a diflicult matter for the 
managers of the clubs concerned to get together a sufficient sum to provide 
small prizes for each event, and it should be quite possible for the competing 
institutions to arrange to have no ericket or football matches on the 
day of the sports. Besides being of intrinsic value, these minor competitions 
would be useful as an indication of “form” for the main sports and serve as 
a gauge for the progress of novices. — 


JEWISH ANGLERS.—The proverbial patience of the Jew should render 
him specially adapted for angling, yet one does not here often of any Jew 
achieving any great distinction with the rod or line. Mr. EF. M. Halford is, 
of course, an authority on the sport, and there may be many private adepts, 
but they do not often come under public notice. 


A SCOUT ON HOLIDAY.—We have received an interesting letter from 
Selim Bernstein, of Ilford, the only Jewish boy who attended General 
Baden Powell’s camp of specially selected boy scouts at Southampton. The 
camp seems to have been a very jolly affair, and our young correspondent 
apparently enjoyed himself immensely. ‘*On Monday,” he writes, ‘seventy 
boy scouts from Salisbury came to stop with us for a week, and as their 
equipment had not arrived we gave up our tents and slept round the camp 
fire. We also had a visit from the German boy scouts who are touring 
England ; they were a fine lot of fellows, everyone of them being able tospeak 
English.” The boys had some exiting sports, among which were “ flag-raiding ” 
and ‘smuggling.’ Young readers may care to haveour correspondent’s descrip- 
tion of these adventurous games. Flag-raiding is played thus: ‘‘ Each side 
formed an outpost within a given tractofcountry to protect three flags planted 
not less than 200 yards off. The protecting outposts were posted in conceal- 
ment in pairs. We then sent out scouts to discover the enemy's position. 
When they had found where the outposts were, they had to try and creep 
round out of sight till they reached the flags and bring them away two their 
own lines. A scout was only allowed to take one flag. Any scout coming 
within fifty yards of a stronger party was put out of action, if seen by the 
enemy, by taking the shoulder-knot away. A point was given for every 
man captured and five for every flag.” The smuggling” was still more 
exciting. “A patrol was sent out in a small boat with a cargo of con- 
traband goods ; the rest of the party were stationed on the banks of the 
river to act as coastguard, the idea being to prevent the would-be- 
smugglers landing their goods. I regret to say the smugglers were tactful 
enough to be able to land their booty, which was carried out in the 
following manner. They rowed their boat into a clump of rushes, removed 
the bung and were thus enabled to sink her out of sight; they then swam 
ashore, and landed their goods safely up country, much to the regret of the 
coastguard.” 


A WHALE HUNT.—One is tempted to quote further from Bernstein's 
letter because his experiences may prove useful as suggestions to other 
encampments. Part of the time was spent by the lads on the training-ship 
“* Mercury,” where they were given instruction in nautical matters. Among 
the maritime pastimes indulged in was a sport known as “ The Whale Hunt.” 
Our correspondent thus describes it :—-“ The whale was made of a large log 
of wood with a roughly-shaped head and tail. Two boats were used, one on 
each side of the river. Each boat was manned by a patrol. The patrol- 
leader acted as captain, the corporal as harpooner, and the remainder of the 
patrol as oarsmen. Each boat had one side of the river as its harbour. The 
game then proceeded as follows :—The umpire lets the whale go into the 
middle of the river, and on a given signal the two boats race out to see 
which can get to the whale first. The harpooner who first arrives within 
range of the whale drives his harpoon into it and promptly turns round and 
tows the whale to the harbour. The other boat pursues, and when it over-

The Teaching of Hebrew. 
| TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I was much interested by your appreciative note last week on the 
etforts of the newly-formed “Ivriah”’ Society to spread the knowledge of 
the Hebrew language in this country. Such knowledge, as you remark, is 
of the highest importance for the preservation of the Jewish people. This 
knowledge must of necessity. be imparted chiefly in the classroom; and 
therefore it is quite proper that the formation of aspecial Education Com- 
mittee should be one of the first steps of the Ivriah. | | 

The teaching of Hebrew, however, is only one side of Jewish education, 
which, as it is commonly understood in this country, consists of Hebrew 
and Religion. For the promotion of religious teaching we have in London 
a Union of Religion Classes, which is upholding a principle not less 
important for Judaism than that maintained by the Ivriah. 

Could not these two bodies find some means of combining and working 
in harmony, instead of entering into competition with one another, as they 
seem to be in danger of doing? For at present each of them seems to regard 
itself as standing for the. whole of Jewish education, and to look with 
indifference on the labours of the other. The Ivriah, so far as I am aware, 
does not concern itself in the least with religious training ; and the Union 
of Religion Classes looks o# Hebrew only as a dead language, and so makes 
the teaching of it, as you say, quite ineffective. 

I propose, therefore, that efforts should be made to arrange as soon as 
possible a conference between representatives of the Ivriah and the (pion 
of Religion Classes, to discuss the best means of teaching Hebrew and 
religion concurrently, so as to obtain the best results in both. Such a «is- 
cussion could produce nothing but good,and might have the effect of making 
these bodies complementary to one another, instead of mutually exclusive, 
as they are at present. i

An interesting sidelight on the controversy apropos the Federation and 
its Chief Minister-elect: is afforded by the prospective opening of a new 
gynagogue in Little Alie Street, Whitechapel. On the face of it, the 
establishment of yet another Jewish place of worship in the already over- 
supplied Kast Kad seems to verge on the suicidal, but | understand that the 
gyn igogue—which is to be independent—is comprised of a number of 
little Federation chevras that have broken away from the parent body. 
This is by far the best that could happen. Competition between the smaller 
synagogues is unhealthily keen, and the struggle to maintain places of 
worship that are frequently superfluous is a grim and unedifying one. 
Tider the circumstances the fusion of the synagogues is a matter for 
congratulation. 


That which is happening in the case of the synagogues is taking place 
in the ranks of friendly societies. New societies spring up, adorned with the 
nave ofan opulent patron, only to become absorbed later on in other societies 
whose plight can be traced to the acceptance of “new blood ’ at reduced 
fees. New societies come and go with ligttning-like rapidity. Either they 
ash meteor-like across the horizon of society land and are lost, or their stay is 
oniy prolonged by superhuman efforts. Societies are frequently being amal- 
vamated, the latest being the Franz Josef Lodge, which is to be formally 
brought into the “Achei Brith” fold. The idea of taking a society of 
standing into the * Achei Brith ” isa new one, whilst the shifting of the burdens 
from the shoulders of the few to those of many is a happy idea. What the 
financial position of the new lodge is, the writer does not know. But it is to 
be hoped that the amalgamation will not bring extra financial burdens in 
its tram. 

still no news of the Federation of Jewish Friendly and Benefit Societies, 
whose coming was to have synchronised with a Utopian state of affairs in the 
Jewish societies of the Kingdom. We have waited patiently for some sign, 
some intimation that the project was either proceeding or had been 
ayvindoned. But nevera word. Is the whole thing still in nubibus, and, if 
so, when is it to reach the realm of actuality? The questions are of more 
than passing interest to the friendly society member who has sought 
evlightenment for some time past. The Federation, it seems, was to have 
attempted the amalgamation of the leading Jewish Orders. That also, is in 
the air, and the old routine goes on as ever. 

The result of the dances held in aid of the funds of the Sephardic Con- 
gregational Association not having proved so financially successful as in 
former years, it has been decided to issue an appeal in aid of the upkeep of 
the religion classes. The meagre support accorded the classes by the 
Yehidim is a reproach that should be wiped away, seeing that the work 
accomplished by the institution is destined to have so significant an influence 
on the future of the congregation and the community. 

The formation of a Jewish social club for Leyton is opportune, and one 
wonders why it had not been thought of before, considering the number of 
coreligionists inhabiting the surrounding district. Quite recently an 
attempt was made to form a“ Jewish Old Girls’ Club” in Forest Gate, the 
movement attracting much attention as the result of the notice given in 
these columns. The real danger lies in overlapping, for no sooner does 
one social club prove to bea success than invariably another comes on the 
scene to play the part of usurper. | 


TuE death, at the age of seventy-nine, took place suddenly last week of 
Mr. Joseph Van Praagh, who was many years ago Rabbi of the Sandy’s Row 
Synagogue and other Chevras. As a young man he occupied the posts of 
rabbi and schoolmaster in a small town in Holland. In those days, when 
it was considered that the Sabbath was ill-spent unless the words of the 
rabbi were heard, his discourses, which were very much appreciated, were 
the cause of drawing large audiences. He was also a familiar figare in the 
houses of mourning.
